State Shells Out $800,000 For Battered Wives, 
Virginia Beach Asks For $30,000, Gets Zero 



Money Went 
For Service, 
Not Research

Although spouse abuse 
is not a new problem, it is 
painful and has received 
increased attention in re- 
cent years. 

For example, the Vir- 
ginia Department of So- 
cial Services, under its 
Virginia Family Vidence 
Prevention Program, this 
year received 94 requests 
statewide, totaling $4.1 
million, from agencies 
and organizations seeking 
money to help battered 
wives. 



The Virginia General 
Assembly recently allo- 
cated $800,000 to ftind the 
program, of which 
$683,000 has already been 
awarded to 34 different 
constituencies. The bal- 
ance of the mcaiey will be 
awarded this spring. 

The Virginia Beach De- 
partment of Social Servi- 
ces applied for $30,182.30 
to fund a new project 
entitled "Project Sara," 
which stands for "Spouse 
Abuse Research and Ac- 
cess ment." But its re- 
quest was denied. 

Under the Virginia 
Beach prc^osal, $26,000 
wcHild have gone to pay 
for six stafT members to 
deliver services fw spouse 
abuse victims and for 
research and evaluation of 



existing techniques and 
strategies used in Virginia 
Beach dealing with 
spouse abuse cases. 

The staff members 
would include two pro- 
fessional volunteers, and 
four full-time ongoing 
staff members. Two of the 



four would have been new 
people, and two (Xhers 
would have been taken 
from personnel already 
working in the, depart- 
ment. The remaining 
$4,182.52 would go to- 
wards fringe benefits for 
S« STATE.

Televised Meetings 



When the City of Virginia B^ch awar* 
ded a franchise to broadcast cable pro- 
gramming to Cox Cable, Inc., in 1976, 
provisions were made then for two public 
access channels: channel 28 for local 
government and channel 29 for the public 
school system. 

The city has not availed itself to th^ 
resources, but now plans to in the very 
near future. Before City Council meetings 
are videotaped, however, which should 
begin by this summer if Council approves, 
the city plans to utilize a ctuu'acter 
generator which will display printed 
messages on television screens for those 
who do receive cable service. These 
messages may include Council agendas, 
special city spohisored activities, emergen- 
cy notifications, street closings, radar 
locations or whatever. 

It seems pretty certain that the use of 
the character generator is eminent. Actual 
cablecasting of the Council proceedings, 
on the otherhand, is not so certain. 

Proponents of cablecasting the 
meetings say that the main drawback to 
the proposal would stem from the fact 
that there may be Council members who 
are violently opposed to it. If cablecasting 
the meetings only serves to infuriate some 
Council members, spending taxpayer's 
money to air them may not be in the best 
interest of the city. 

Conversely, cablecasting the meetings 
allows for greater public awareness of the 
nuts and bolts workings of Council, plus 
allows the public a glimpse into the 
character and disposition of their 
borough representives at work on city 
legislative matters. This also means'that if 
Council doesn't already receive enough 

Age And Maturity 

The apple-shaped ball slowly wended be cleared, 
its way toward midnight last Friday, as 
countless thousands in Times Squa][i?.M>4 
millions of television viewer obsei'ved the 
proceedings. As' tfte "WiWi&hihg'- hdltf 
struck, the civilized world entered its one 
thousand-nine hundred-eighty third year. 

In Virginia Beach, the occasion was 
somewhat more subdued, but no less the 
important. Because, here in the Common- 
wealth's largest city, there was a birthday 
of a different sort. Virginia Beach last 
Saturday turned 20. 

There was, in fact, no party at all. Ac- 
cording to the city's public information 
office, official acknowledgement of the 
event will not take place until April. 

Still, this is a time to reflect upon where 
this resort city has been and where it is 
headed. We are vividly aware of the 
progress made here in just two short 
decades, which have seen a sleepy seaside 
villa transformed into a thriving munici- 
pality. As with any child just out of his 
teens, however, Virginia Beach has ex- 
perienced a host of growing pains. 

The city's power moguls appear ot have 
a good grasp on where they would like to 
see Virginia Beach go in the years to 
come. Economic and industrial develop- 
ment are seen by most to be the keys to 
Virginia Beach's future. Revitalization of 
the resort district is also a major hurdle to 



publicity and scrutiny from the existing 
press corps and local residents, it will 
receive even more from the viewing public 
who may consider themselves experts in 
civic affairs. 

From the city's standpoint, officials 
realize that much of the Virginia Beach 
citizenry is intelligent, and cablecasting 
may be another tool, and another public 
service, by which the city may educate and 
inform its residents. 

All Virginia Beach public schools are 
wired for cable, which means that our 
school children could also see how city 
government works, and perhaps host 
Council members or city officials to an- 
swer questions in the classroom while the 
viewing is in progress. 

The potential of cablecasting as an 
educational tool is great and cannot be 
denied. It is also unlikely that Council 
members will overreact while in front of 
the camera, as some people suspect. Quite 
the contrary, it will probably make most 
of them more discriminating and thought- 
ful in their utterances. But cablecasting 
will add nQthing to the aready existing 
media coverage, nor will it detract from 
it. Local members of tllS*'press are 
professionals and should have no need tot 
rely on televised recordings of events for 
accurate documentation. 

Even though the city's contract with 
Cox forbids commercial advertising on the 
public access stations, it seems ashamed 
that, provided there is a public need or 
demand for Council meetings to be cable- 
cast, there isn't some way to make the 
move cost-effective for the city, not an 
expense to the taxpayers.— G.D.G.

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Beach Will Reapply For State Spouse Abuse Funding

the new staff members. 
Virginia Beach Social Ser- 
vices v'ould dcmate office 
* space and supplies. 
The department made 
its application on Sept. 24, 
1982. On Dec. 3 it was 
notified that its applica- 
ticm w&s not accepted. No 
reason was given, but 
according to Eunice 
Whitehurst, program de- 
velopment supervisor, 
Virginia Beach Depart- 
ment of Social Serviws, 
the reason for denial pro- 
bably stemmed from the 
fact that the prqjosal was 
mwe research than ser- 
vice oriented. 

"Our proposal was pro- 
bably perceived as a re- 
search orientatioi and not 



as a service-delivery ai- 
erttation," she said. 
"While ours was service 
oriented, we dkl t^k 
about research, and that 
probably had some bear- 
ing on their decision." 

Whitehurst said the de- 
partment would reapply 
for funding when the state 
awards the balance of the 
funds in the spring. The 
new proposal, however, 
will be modified and re- 
written. 

The Virginia Beach De- 
partment of Social Servi- 
ces has had an Interact 
Unit in existence for the 
last eight or nine years. It 
deals with various pcrs<m- 
al and family crisis situa- 
tions. But it has only been 
within the last years, that 



the department has ad- 
dressed the problems of 
spouse abuse on an organ- 
ized and professional 
levil. 

Financially speaking, 
last year was the first year 
the department received , 
any funding to fight the 
problem frcnn any other 
sources, such as the state, 
outside the city. And with 
between 500 and 1,000 
existing spouse abuse 
cases in the city at any 
given time, Whitehurst 
predicts that within three 
years Virginia Beach will 
have its own facility to 
shelter spoise abuse vic- 
tims; be it a newly con- 
structed facility or a rein- 
novated one. 

Currently, Virginia

to Walter Credle, assbt- 
ant director, Virginia 
Beach Department of So- 



cial Services. The pastor 
of the church is Father 
Jim Dorson. 

"He (Dorson) has taken 
a real leadership role," 
Qredle said. "He's identi- 
fied spouse abuse, along 
with runaway girls, as a 
major problem. He seems 
determined to start a shel- 
ter in Virginia Beach. 
He's even woi^king with a 
Bishop in Richmond, and! 
think he's found some 
land available for a faci- 
lity." Father Donon, be- 
cause of his holiday sche- 
dule and ill health, could 
not be reached for com- 
ment. 

Qedle said his depart- 
ment would devote as 
much staff and time as 
needed to assist Dorson in 



his efforts. For example, 
his personnel may be used 
to serve on any new board 
or commission formed to 
address spouse abuse or 
to help draw up any plans, 
theoretically or k«istical- 
ly, in dealing with spouse 
abuse.

Even though Virginia 
Beach did not receive any 
funds from the recent 
state allocations, White- 
hurst maintains that the 
department's bid was 
good. The catch, however, 
is that since spouse abuse 
awareness is increasing 
daily, not as much atten- 
tion is given to research as 
is given to actual treat- 



ment and service of 
spouse abuse victims. 

"We know it was a 
good prqjosal," White- 
hurst said. "But we are 
also discovering that there 
is more research needed. 
We keep finding new 
things. While spouse 
abuse is nothing new, 
there has not been intense 
research. 

"But now the subject is 
very open and we at Social 
Services find ourselves 
having to intervene," she 
continued. "We must 



stop and ask ourselves are 
we doing things cwrect- 
ly." 

Whitehurst said that of 
the 500 to 1.000 craitinu- 
ing spouse cases in Vir- 
ginia Beach, only about 1 5 
to 20 percent of them are 
reported. If Virginia 
Beach residents suspect. 
or know of any spouse 
abuse cases call the bitcr- 
act Unit of the Virginia 
Beach Department of So- 
cial Services at 486-7223.

20 Businessmen Enter Great Neck Road Flap

David I. Levine, Sr., the 
Virginia Beach developer 
'^---^ho has single-handedly 
battled local and state 
authorities for nearly 10 
years over the impending 
expansioi of Great Neck 
Road, has pursuaded 20 
Beach businessmen to 
join forces with him in his 
campaign. 

Levine is upset because 
City Council, on Oct. 22, 
1979, approved a }^h- 
way Department plan to 
relocate Great Neck Road, 
cutting through some 90 
*; ' acres of his Shorehaven 
prcqjerty. Levine says a 
new $165 million, six-lane 
highway would severely 
limit access to that land, 
^which he says he has 
planned to develc^ resi- 
dentially and commercial- 
ly for more than 20 y^ars. 

In diverting present 
Great Neck Road, be- 
tween Long Creek Bridge 
and Shore Drive, aroind 
its present Idcati^ to thtf ' 
east by 2.2 miles and 
adding four lanes, city 
officials hope to alleviate 
traffic congesticm caused 
by 19,000 vehicles per day 
(HI the two-lane thorough- 



fare, which was intended 
to accommodate only 
6,500 cars daily. 

Levine last week for- 
warded a package to state 
highway department Dis- 
trict Engineer C. Albert 
Nash, Jr. containing let- 
ters signed by 20 mer- 
chants and professicHials 
in the Shore Drive-Great 
Neck area who added 
their opposition to the 
project.

In California, acton ve 
a dime a dozen. In 
Virginia Bttch, however, 
actors are more of a 
novelty and are treated as 
such. 

Native Californian 
Jerry Timm, a r^ular on* 
the Virginia Beach-pro- 
duced "AnfAhet life." a 
daytime drama syndicated 
worldwide by the 
Chriitian Broadcasting 
Network, ei^oys his new 
Virginia Beach cdebrity 
status. 

"Virginia Beach is 
great," he said. "Never 
have I enjoyed this much 
attention. In California, 
everyone is an actor; no 
one is terribly impressed 
by that. But hae, people 
notice right away." 

They arc noticing, 
however, because Timm is 
standing up and making 
them do so. "I am an ac- 
tor, and I am good," he 
said. "If I don't believe 
that, how can I «ipect 
others to believe it?" 

At age 27, Timm has 
already amassed a long list 
of acting credentials. To 



his credit, he has appeared 
on "Three's Company," 
"Laverne and Shirley," 
"General Hospital." 
"Days of Our Lives," in 
various theaters, aiul in 
several fihns. Tinun has 
done a great deal of 
modeling and has perfor- 
med in many commer- 
cials. His profession has 
carried him around the 
world to such exotic 
locations as Japan (for 
Honda and Sony), Ger- 
many (for Hilton cigaret- 
tes and Quartz clocks), 
and Mexico (for Catalina 
sportswear). Locally, 
Timm can be seen 
hawking products for 
automobile' dealers and 
for men's grooming 
goods. I 

Timm came to Virginia 
Beach from Malibu, Cali- 
fornia a litUe more than 
six months ago when CBN 
signed him to a major role 
and storyline on the net- 
work's daily soap opera. 
He portrays the ruthless 
and conniving Gil . 
Prescott. 

"I had always played 
the part of the gbod guy, 
but this character is sort of 
the young J. R. Ewing of 
'Another Life,'" said 
Timm. "He is the rough, 
tough, muscular, girl- 
crazy, sexy guy who 
always seems to get his 
way without having to pay 
the price." 

Timm loves playing the 



role. "I get to say and do 
things all guys have 
thought about but have 
never had enough nerve to 
say," said Timm. "And," 
he added, "I get paid (or 
it." 

The technology at the 
CBN Center off Indian 
River Road is "the best," 
according to Timm. 
"They have the best 
equipment, studio, and 
people I have ever worked 
with," he added. Timm 
cited veteran soapers 
Michael Ryan ("Another 
World") and Nick 
Benedict ("All My 
Children") for aiding him 
in their new roles as his 
castmates. Also. Timm at- 
tributes thanks to 
"Another Life" producer 
and director Lynnwood 
King. "They have aU 
helped me a great deal sin- 
ce coming to CBN. " 

CBN is. of course, 
reUgiously-oriented, which 
might present problems to 
some actors. But for 
Timm, a pracricing 
Roman Catholic, the 
career move posed no dif- 
ficulties. He admits that 
he is unsure how one 
might describe the 
working atmosphere at 
CBN, except to say tiiat it 
is "great." Says Timm: 
"Each morning from 9 to 
9:30 a.m. is a break for 
daily prayer and everyone 
is pleased to see you at- 
.tend, but the decision to 
do so is left entirely up to 



you." 

When Timm is not on 
the set with his fellow ac- 
tors, he can be found 
playing volleyball with 
them at the Kempsville 
Recreation Center. Timm 
says they have gotten quite 
good, and have form^ a 
team with plans to enter 
(^mpetition in the future. 

Timm, holder of a 
bachelor's degree in 
business administration 
from the University of 
Southern California, says 
he is his own boss, even 
though he has i^ents all 
over the west and east 
coasts. Besides modeling 
and acting, Timm says he 
has also owned a 
restaurant. "To do all of 
this, you have to be able to 
sell yourself to work, and 
I like to work," he said. 

Does he regret leaving 
the glitter of Hollywood 
behind for the sand and 
surf of Virginia Beach? 
Hardly. 

"Since I have come to 
the East coast, thinp have 
really happened for me," 
he said. "I have a great 
job with CBN, and I've 
done more personal ap- 
pearances and commer- 
cials than ever before. I 
now teach at Models, Inc. 
Talent Management, 
working with som^terriftc 
talent. 

"I think coming to 
Virj^nia Beach was a big 
plus for me," he con- 
cluded.

Virginia Beach City 
CcMincil is looking foe 
public comment on possi- 
ble cablecasting of Coun- 
cil sessions. 

Council Monday after- 
nocm decided to be guided 
by public (pinion express- 
ed in the media before 
proceeding with other 
methods of determining 
what the public wants. 

Cox Cable Virginia 
' Beach has provided the 
government channel, but 
the cost of the prc^ram 
will be the city's. Until the 
new fiscal year begins on 
July 1 , the city will have to 
depend on Cox to furnish 
the equipment. 

At a previous meeting 
Council ccmsidered the 
cablecasting concluded 
the expenditure would be 
justified only if the public 
wants the Council meet- 
iligs to be televised. 

Michael J. Barrett, an 
assistant to the city man- 
ager, at the Monday 
informal sessioi, reported 
on the pros and ccms of 
ways to determine public 
sentimbnt. Inserting 
imformation with Coy 
Cable bills would cost 
little but would go only to 
cable subscribers and 
would take time, he said. 
Randcxn telephcme sam- 
pling by the Public Infor- 
mation office also is being 
-ccmsidered, but Council 
decided this would be 
^ dcme only if the news- 
paper sampling is incon- 
clusive. This method is 
fast and but extra man- 
power may be needed.

$5,000 For CITE 



A $5,000 CMitribution to 
the Committee fw Inter- 
governmental Tax Equity 
(CITE), approved Mcmday 
afternoon by Virginia 
Beach City Council, 
brings Virginia Beach into 
a nati(»ial effort to win 
t payment in lieu of taxes 
fOT Federal prc^rty. 

To date, other contribu- 
ticNis are from Norfdk, 
^13,000, and Po-tsmcxith 
and Alexandria, $10,000 
eadi, for sustaining mem- 
bers with heavy concent- 
trations of exempt proper- 
ties, and fa- significiant 
concentratims of exempt 
properties, Richland, 
Wash., $1,800; Oak 
Ridge, Terin, $1,000; Salt 
Late Qty, Utah, $1,000 
and Newport News, 
$1,000. 

Qty Manager Thomas 
H. Muehlenbeck recom- 
mended participation in 
CITE as a centralized, 
unified i^^proach through 
a Washington-based 
lobbying o-ganization. He 



said he would recommend 
an additioud contribution 
of $5,000 in the next 
budget. In return, he said, 
the dty should be guaran- 
teed general membership 
and a position on its Board 
of Directors. 

He painted out that 
Virginia Beach has 
20,453.72 aarcs oS federal 
prc^rty of which approxi- 
mately 12 percent of the 
total city land area and is 
valued at $1,186,198,367 
or 15 percent of the total 
value of all property 
within the dty. If the 
prqjerty were taxable, the 
city would receive 
$9,489,587 in revenues. 

He said Congressman 
G. William Whitehurst 
has introduced H.B. 3314 
which would provide a 
program far federal pay- 
meitts in lieu of taxes for 
virtwlly all federal pro- 
perty in the United States. 
The bill has 17 co-spon- 
sors representing 14 
states.

Nash explained that 
Virginia Beach residents 
were first given an oppor- 
tunity to speak out oo the 
Great Neck Road expan- 
sion project nearly 
eight years ago, in April 
of 1975, when a public 
information and coaiinu- 
nity iHuticipation meeting 
was held at John B. Dye 
Elementary School. More 
than 200 citizens were in 



attendance, he said. 

Since then, a location 
hearing was held in June, 
1979, a^ which time the 
public was presented the 
four options devised by 
the highway department. 
At that time, IS persons 
spcke out, pro and con, on 
the various alternatives, 
Nash said. Transcripts of 
public testimony, along 
with all constituency cor- 
respoodance, were for- 
warded to aty Council. 
On Oct. 22, I979,CouncU 
approved "Alternate line 
Four," the option which 
relocates Great Neck Road 



through Levine's land. 

The stfite highway com- 
misskHT^yed the plan 
cm Jan. 7, 1980, and the 
Federal highway commis- 
sion has since followed 
suit, giving a green light 
as well. 

Last month, citians 
were again given an op- 
portunity to speak out, 
this time at the design 
hearing held Dec. 8 at Cox 
I^gh Schod. At that time, 
100 persons in attendance 
were given details about 
Option Four. Twenty (rf25 
speakers at the meeting 
criticized the plan, ques- 



f ioning the advisability of 
diverting traffic away 
from Qreat Neck Road 
between Long Creek 
Bridge and Shore Drive. 
Levine was one (^ those 
who spdce. 

All of that testimony 
will be passed along to 
Gty Council, which will 
then vote to accept or 
reject the project's de- 
sign. "They may say they 
want to scrap the whde 
thing because of the 
public outcry," said Nash. 
"It has happened before.

If that happens, the dty 
will begin a mac to 12 
month land acquisition 
process, according to 
Assistant Gty Manager 
David Qrochmal.

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Tips On Stain-Removing 

Have you ever tried to remove a little fobric stain, 
only to end up with a disaster area twice as large and 
twice as permanent? 

Getting rid of spots and stains is a tricky business. It 
is a highly technical process that invdves the combined 
chemistries of bibric. dye, stain and stain remover. 

In getting rid of stains, it is important to use a 
product that is not going to damage the fabric. Tliere is 
no general statement that hdds true as to the effect of 
all stain removen on all dyes. Test each fabric for 
cdor-festncss before you try $o spd clean it. 

If you want toavdd trouble, it is best to fdldw these 
iMsic guidelines: 



ACT QUICKLY. Remove a stain as soon as possible, 
and before laundering. Age, heat, or both may set some 
stains So they become difficult or imnpossible to 

nave a special finish? Acetate or amel can be damaged 
by spot removers which are safe for other fabrics. 

remove. . . 

HKNTIFY THE STAIN. If you cannot dtf this, begm 
with methods least likely to damage the fabric. 

IDENTIFY THE FABRIC. Is it washable? Does it 

BE CAimOUS. If in doubt about the effect of a 
remover on fabric or dye, test it on a hidden part of the 
garment first. 

WORK FROVI THE WRONG SEUE of the fabric, and 
place an absorbent pad under the stain. Also, work 
from the outside edge of the stain in towards the center, 
blending ot "feathering out" the remover in the 
stained area. 

WORK CAREFULLY AND PATIENTLY. Results 
may depend as mUch on how you do the job as on the 
remover used. Fdlow directions given on the label of 
the remover. The strength of a sdutionor the way it is 
applied may affect your success. 

GIVE THE REMOVER TIME TO ACT. Reaction 
maybeslow.

Lainhart * Suspended' Commissioner Says; Boxer Keeps Training 



Health Is At Question 



Ric "The Virginia 
Beach Bomber" Lainh^it, 
the fifth-ranked 
I»t)fessional welterwei^t 
boxer in the state, has 
been "indefinitely 
s&pended," according to 
Virginia Athletic Com- 
mission Assistant Director 
Douglas Beavers. 

"Ric has been placed 
(Ml the "Dl and Unavail- 
able list' until I decide 
to reinstate him," said 
Beavers Monday from 
his Richmond office. 
"He is going to have to 
go to the neurologist and 
get a doctcff's examina- 
ticm to show me that he 
is physically capable of 
boxing." 

Lainhart, who lost a 
heavyweight bout last 
month to Hampton's 
Josh Bryant at Riogue's 
nightclub in Virginia 
Beach, has lost three of 
his last four matches by 
his last four fights. In- 
suring fighters' safety is 
the prime consideration 
of the commission, said 
Beavers. "All of our 
referees have been in- 
structed to stop all fights 
before somebody gets 
killed. Nobody is going 
to die in the ring in 



Virginia," he added. 

Lainhart, who is sche- 
duled to fight Robert 
"Big Mac Attack" Mc- 
Connell later this mcmih 
in Baltimore, claims he 
is in fine condition, and 
that he needs no medical 
examination. "There is 
.nothing wrong with 
me," he said. "There is 
no need for me to be 
checked. AU it is going 
to do is cost me S160 for 
nothing." 

Lainhart said he is 
being unfairly singled 
out. "Look," he said, 
"Freddie Brown has 
been knocked out cold at 
least 10 times, and noth- 
ing has happened to him 
except a 30-day suspen- 
sion. Me, I've never 
even been knocked out 
and they suspend me 
indefinitely. 1 just don't 
understand Beavers." 

Beavers said he had 
notified Lainhart's man- 
ager Mike Vaughan of 
the suspensicHi, and that 
Lainhart will be dis- 
allowed to fight in Vir- 
ginia until he satisfies 
Beavers' stipulations. 
Beavers added that 
other states, such as

Lainhart maintained,

On 
final deadline, Vaughan 
could not be reached.

A solitary figure, clad in 
a green sweat suit and 
government-issue Army 
boots, trudges past the 
Virginia Beach I^vilion at 
a steady clip, on his way 
to completing his daily 
four-mile ritual.

tai, D.C. The two are set 
to match dukes later this 
month at the Steelworkers 
Union Lodge in Baltimore. 

"I need this fight more 
than he docs," said Lain- 
hart of McConnell, who 
sports a 10-8 professional 
recored. "He is a good 
fighter and a nice guy, 
and I hate fighting a guy 1 / 
like. But, once you get in 
the ring, it's business. 

"McConnell is no 
chump," Lainhart contin- 
ued. "He really knows his 
way around the ring and 
he has a good right hand. 
He doesn't run away from 
you, but he meets you 
right in the middle of the 
ring and he goes toe-to- 
toc with you."

own envelopes and 
stiunps and perhaps work- 
ing on a commission 
basis. The magk commis- 
sion and income figures 
rarely materialize. 

Tlie assembly-line pro- 
motion starts out the same 
way. to this case, you 
send money to the com- 
pany for craft kits which 
you assemble at home and 
the company agrees 
ahead (rftime to buy back 
the finished product from 
you at an irttractive price. 
Regardless ai the high 
quality wtvk done by some 
consumers, goods are of- 
ten judged inferior by the 
company and returned. 
You are stuck with the 
goods— they have your 
money. 

Other variations on the 
work-at-home plans in- 
volve home mail order 
operations and other 
home-based advertising 
and mail operations. For 
example, one type of plan 
may be circiUar: After 
responding to an ad for a 
"get rich quick" scheme 
by sending money for 
more information to the 
addressee, you receive in- 
formation telling you how 



to make money by placing 
a similar ad in your local 
paper and having people 
send money to you for 
information on how they 
can make money without 
leaving their home. You m 
turn, send them the same 
plan. 

Although many work- 
at-home schemes can vio- 
late state consumer fraud 
and U.S. Postal laws, 
successful prosecuttdns.. 
are extremely difficult and 
costly. As a result, prose- 
cutions are- extremely dif- 
ficult and costly. As a 
result, prosecutions are 
generally directed at high 
vdume promoters, using 
multiple business names 
and/or numerous mail 
drops throughout the 
country. Even in these 
cases, restitution is a rari- 
Remember, always use 
extreme caution when 
considering sending 
money in response to any 
work-at-home offer. 

If you feel you have 
been treated unfairly, file 
a complaint with the De- 
partment of Justice or 
Office of the Attorney

Today's woman is very 
healthy and is most likely 
to breeze through 
pregnancy, childbirth, and 



mother-hood with few 
complications. The 
traditional fear of later 
motherhood — bearing a 
child who is mentally 
retarded — has been 
allayed by the use of am- 
niocentesis. Usually done 
between the 14th and 16th 
week after conception, 
this safe procedure can 
assure some 97 percent of 
the women at risk that a 
suspected condition is not 
present. 

The mother receives i 
local anesthetic, and a 
hollow needle is injected 
into her abdomen to with- 
draw helf an ounce of am- 
niotic fluid. Cells thrown 
off by the fetus arc present 
in the fluid. The cells are 
grown in a culture for two 
to three weeks, then 
examined. Amniocentesis 
reveals all chromosomal 
defects, mctuding Down 



syndrome, as well as some 
100 other birth defects. - ^ 
The risk of bearing a 
child with Down syn- 
drome becomes greater as 
the woman's age in- 
creases. According to the 
U.Sk. Government Center 
for Disease Control*, the 
odds for women under 
thirty are one in every 
1,000; at thirty the chance 
is one in 885; at thirty- 
five, one in 365; at forty, 
one in 109; at forty-five, 
one in 32; and at forty- 
eight, one in 12,

If it is a minor burn, run 

cold water over it, then 

apply a cold compress. 

Burnt-On Food In Pots 
And Pans, Removing. 

Cover the burnt food with 
an inch of cold water, add 
two teaspoons of baking 
soda, and bring slowly to 
a boil. Then simmer for 
twelve to fifteen minut es. 
Discard the water and 
wash the pan in hot, sudsy 
water. 

Butter, Stretching: Cut a 
pound of butter into small 
pieces and allow it to sof- 
ten, dissolve an envelope 
of unflavored gelatin in 
one-quarter cup of cold 
.water and add this mixture 
to^one and three- quarters 



cups of boiling fresh milk. 
Remove from heat and 
^llow to cool. After beat- 
ting the softened butter in 
a bowl, add the 
milk/gelatin mixture a lit- 
tle ara time, stirring con- 
stantly. Refrigerate it and 
it's ready for use. 
Note: This is for table use 
only, not for cooking. 

Butler, Sdflening: Fill a 
glass bowl, just big 
enough to cover the hard 
butter, with boiling water. 
After a minute, pour the 
water out and immediately 
cover the butter with the 
upside down bowl. Heat 
from the warmed bowl 
will soften it in a few 
minutes.

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Cox Considering 
Changes 



Last year, the Motioi 
Picture Association of 
i^erica, suppjorted by 
other owners of copyright- 
ed materials, prcqKjsed a 
hike in royalty fees charg- 
ed to cable systems for 
carrying certain distant 
statiais. As a result, the 
federal governinent's 
Cc^yright Royalty Tribu- 
nal issued new rules 
which have increased roy- 
alty fees cable companies 
must pay by as much as 
1,500%, effective January 
1, 1983. 

CoK Cable felt strongly 
that the increased costs 
were simply not justifled. 
Instead of passing on this 
increase to our subscri- 
bers with a rate increase 
of at least $1.00 a mcmth, 
(over and above any infla- 
ticHiary adjustment), we 



are studying the alterna- 
tive to remove the affect- 
ed distant stations, WTTG 
and WGN, from our chan- 
nel lineup. We feel the 
lower viewership of these 
stations gives us the 
opportunity to upgriule 
our programming. While 
this would improve our 
programming, we would 
be absorbing a separate 
and retroactive rate in- 
crease (raising fees 75% 
above previous levels) 
which the Tribunal order- 
ed for other distant sig- 
nals like WOR, WTBS and 
WDCA. Cox Cable would 
absorb this increase on 
behalf of our subscribers . 

We feel this will give 
Cox Cable the oppcMiunity 
to upgrade our service for 
the betterment of the 
community. Cox Cable 
will be oxisidering the 



replacement of Washing- 
tqn D.C. station WTTG, 
with the Cable >fealth 
Network. Our schod sys- 
tems spend miUiODs (rf 
dollars teaching good 
health each year. Tliis 
new Channel will increase 
the knowledge of health 
care and would be a 
betterment for the com- 
munity that we serve. 
Also under coosideration, 
would be the replacement 
of WGN with the Nash- 
ville Ne^twork. The public 
would enjoy the whole- 
someness of this pro- 
gramming with a country 
flair. 

Cox feels that once the 
new services are explain- 
ed that the public and Gty 
fathers would encourage 
this type of prc^ramming. 

Mr. Roger M. Pierce, 
Mid-East Regional Mana- 



ger for Cox Cable an- 
announced today that Cox 
Cable will delay consider- 
ation of these changes 
until a later date in order 
to foster an uil^ers landing 
and appreciation of these 
program changes. Mr. 
Pierce would like to en- 
courage public comments 
regarding these prc^xxed 
changes. The January bill 
enclosure which was piie> 
pared and mailed prior to 
the results of the new fee 
structure as acted upon by 
Congress, should be dis- 
regarded, and program- 
ming will remain un- 
changed for the present.

A slower rate of home 
price appreciaticm and de- 
clining mortgage interest 
rates combined in Novem- 
ber to bring sales of 
existing single-family 
homes to the highest an- 
nual ratjp since August 
1981, acc(M-ding to Jack 
Carlson, chief economist 
and executive vice presi- 
dent of the Naticmal Asso- 
ciation of Realtor. 

"The median selling 
price of an existing hcmie 
in November was S68,2UU 
- only 3.5 percent above 
the level a year earlier," 
Carlson said, slower than 
the rate of inflation as 
measured by the Qmsu- 
mer Price Index. ■ 

"The affordability pic- 
ture for homcbuycrs 
clearly has improved over 
the last several months," 
Carlscm said. "Average 
monthly principal and in- 
terest payments fw the 
median-priced home in 
November were $108 low- 
er than in July." 

He said the improved 
affordability was the pri- 



mary reason for the 8.8 
percent increase in exist- 
ing-home sales from Octo- 
ber to November - the 
third coisecutive mcmthly 
increase. November's 
sales of 2.1 million units 
at a seasonally adjusted 
annual rate is IS. 4 percent 
above the low point in the 
current housing cycle set 
last August at 1 .82 million 
units. 

Despite the improve- 
ment in sales, the home 
resale market still has a 
long way to go before it 
will approach the peak of 
4Xf2 millioa in November 
1978, nearly double the 
present level, he said. 

Carlson noted that the 
upturn in resale transac- 
tions in November was 
experienced in all four 
regicms of the country. 

While all the regions 
reflected declines in typi- 
cal monthly principal and 
interest payments from 
July to November, thefe 
were considerable varia- 
tions in the degree of 
improvement, Carlson 
said.

Announcements of new and expanding 
manufacturing firms in Virginia for the year I98f 
totaled 88 with expected employment of about 
$,140. Of these, 35 were new facilities with an- 
ticipated employment of about 2,151, and 53 were 
expansions of existing Virignia firms with expec- 
ted additional employment of 2,989. Expansions 
accounted for about 60 percent of the announ- 
cements and anticipated employment for 1982. 
For 1981, 1 10 announcements were made with an- 
ticipated employment of 6,485. 

In addition, more than I.IqO new jobs were 
recorded as a result of major industrial non- 
manufacturing announcements occurring in 1982. 
These are discussed later in this report. 

The fall-off in announcements is reflective of 
the national economic recession and its impact on 
the Virginia economy. Significant declines in in- 
dustrial production, a record low industrial 
capacity utilization rate and until the latter part of 
the year high interest rates, all played a part in 
reducing industrial capital exptndiiures. It 
should also be noted these annonnceirrenrs are for 
basic jobs which in turn through the multiplier ef- 
fect will create additional employmciii (throughout 
the Virginia economy. 

Industry in Virginia continued to expand in a 
well-rounded way with P of the 20 Manufac- 
turing Standard^ I ndustrial Classifications 
represented this year. The greatest expected 
growth was in electrical and electronic machinery, 
equipment, and supplies (1,493), which reflects 
the continuing increase in high-technology activity 
in the State; apparel (913); textile mill products 
(752); and fabricated metal oroducis, except 
machinery and transportation equipment (358). 

Among the announcements reported this year, 
ten were foreign-based firms with anticipated em- 
ployment of about 300. Four of these were new 
facilities and six were expansions. 

Seven new plants and four expanding plants an- 
nounced plans to employ 100 or more employees. 
Lee Company announced a new plant in Pulaski 
County and plans to employ 450-500 people. Two 
expanding companies, IBM (Prince William 
County) and Tultex Apparel (several locations), 



announced plans to employ 1,00 and 400-SOO 
people respectively.' 

During 1982, 27 firitis announced investments 
of S2 million or more, 6 or which were new 
facilities and 21 weix^pansions of existing plan- 
ts. Four of the expanding plants announced in- 
vestments exceeding SIO million. They are: ICI 
Americas, Inc. (Chesterfield County) $34 million; 
IBM (Prince William County) $25 million; The 
Daily Press Inc. (Newport News) $18 million; and 
The Chesapeake Corporation of Virginia (King 
William County) $17 million. 

In addition to the manufacturing discussed so 
far, Virginia experienced considerable non- 
manufacturing locational activity in 1S>82. This 
activity includes operations such as wholesalers, 
distributors, administrative offices, research and 
developmeitt. etc. Several of these companies an- 
nounced plans to locate or relocate their 
headquarters or distribution facility in Virginia. 
Hermitite announced plans to move its division 
headquarters from New Jersey to Virginia. The 
exact location has not been decided yet. Firestone 
Tire and Rubber Company is building a new $2.6 
million distribution facility in Henrico Coiinty. 
Bassett- Walker Inc. announced plans to build a 
new $15 million distribution center to consolidate 
existing distribution operations. Dan River Inc. is 
Inbvlng its corporate headquarters back to Dan- 
ville and GTE Telecommunication Systems Inc. 
announced a new Fairfax County headquarters 
facility. Other significant non-manufacturing an- 
nouncements include: Page Avjet Corporation 
announced a $3 million expansion to its terminal 
facility which will employ 120 people; Norfolk 
Southern Corp. established its headquarters in 
Norfolk eventually employing 300 people; ADS 
Software, a computer software facility (Roanoke) 
100 people; Piedmont Airlines, a reservation 
facility (Fairfax County) is adding 205 people, and 
Chessie Systems is expanding its coal loading 
facility (Newport News) by 145 people and $58 
million. We are aware of non-manfacturing ac- 
ttviti^ representing over 1,100 in employment and 
over $84,000,000 in investments.

Mike Stephensoii, a 26 year-oW Navy-^ 
missile technician at Dam Neck, says he 
has become accustomed to people 
gawking at his passengers.

Named "Merlin" and "Barbarella" by 
their owner, the birds go nearly every- 
where with Stephenson, he says. "I 
originally wanted a dog or a cat, but 
because of where I live, I couldn't," says 
Stephenson.

"I 
don't know why I like them so much ex- 
cept that they are a whole lot of fun," he 
says. "Besides, you can take them a lot of

One such place is, of course, on his 
motorcycle. There is a limit to how much 
velocity the birds can withstand, however, 
so just to be safe, Stephenson places the 
birds under his leather jacket for jaunts 
down the interstate. 

Another place for Stephenson and his 
birds to visit is the oceanfront. "I take

The chamber is buzzing with discussion as 
Council members enter from the concealed door 
behind the mayw's chair. 

First on the scene is the representative from the 
resort section of the beach. W.H. "Butch"

and green open chest Hawaiian print shirt, 
sunglasses resting atop his head, khaki shorts, 
tennis shoes and Christian IMor sweat socks. He 
drops his Wilson T2000 to the floor beside his seat 
as he siu down.

Relief For Working Parents 

School Official Discusses Pre-School

"The main purpose of 
our day care center is to 
create a learning atmos- 
phere f<x our children, 
and not just provide a 
babysitting service," said 
Diana Pitcher, director. 
Country Day Care Center, 
located in the Indian 
Lakes area of Virginia 
Beach. 

Pitcher's center is one 
of 25 licensed day care 
centers in the city offering 
preschool day care servi- 
ces for children aged two 
to 12 years cAd. 

The Virginia Beach Pu- 
blic School System offers 
kind^arten classes in 
' tgi^m its 43 elementary 
*• i^/'S'chools. It does not offer 
preschool instruction, 
although a two and oae- 
■ half year pre-school pilot 
program was c(»iducted at 
the White Oaks Elemen- 
tary Schod. 

After evaluating the 
pilot program, it was 
noted that .there were 
some student improve- 
ments in the areas of at- 
titude and readiness 
skills. But, on a doUar- 
f(M'-ddlar basis, the re- 
sults of the pilot program 
were not "statistically 
significant" to warrant 
the inclusion of a city- 
- -wide preschool program, 
according to Patricia 
House, directOT of super- 
viscry services, Depart- 
ment of Instructional Ser- 
vices, Virginia Beach Pub- 
' lie Schods. 

"At this time I would 
say that mir schod system 
does not plan, unless any 
changes ccxne about, to 
incorporate preschol as 
a regular part of our 
elementary curriculum,'' 
House said. "Our priOTi- 
ties are cm our K program 
which serves CRir four and 
five year dds." 

House said that Vir- 
ginia Beach day care cen- 
ters, in general, serve an 
important role in the Vir- 



ginia Beach ccmmunity. 

"The biggest coitribu- 
tion they make is fron an 
economic standpoint," 
she said. "They are an 
excellent alternative for 
w(»-king parents who do 
not want to keep the 
children in the home while 
they're at work." 

House also said that the 
Virginia Beach Public 
School System stands 
ready and "always re- 
mains q^en to the needs 
of the conmunity," and 
that the schod system is 
"not closing the docs" tg 
the possibility of incwpo- 
rating a city-wide pre- 
school prc^ram in the 
public school system in 
the future if there is an 
evident demand for it and 
if adequate funds are 
available to implement it. 

Ihdneti workers 

There are two Country 
Day Care Centers in Vir- 
ginia Beach, one located 
in Indian Lakes and one in 
Green Run. 

The Green Run facility 
opened in Jan. 1979iand 
has 12 . employj,es. yiie 
Indiah <, Lakes facility 
opened 1980 ^d also has 
12 employees. Both cen- 
ters have capacities for 
between 85 and 95 child- 
ren. All the instructors at 
the center have either 
bachelor or associate de- 
grees in early childhood at 
elementary education. 
They stress academics 
aiKl plication at the cen- 
ter, and not just mcmitor- 
ing the children while 
they are there. 

"We teach social skills 
and alert the children to 
problems which the child- 
ren might run across, 
mostly with their peers, 
outside the center," said 
Sue Minter, assistant di- 
rector at the center. 
"Sometimes kids are not 
invdved with other kids 
their own age in their 
neighborhood."

The Spiraling Cost Of Education 

2,000 Beach Colli 
Borrow $4.8 Milli(?^^^^

Of the 134 counties and cities in the state, Vifj^nia Beach college students ranked 
fourth last year in the receiving of federal guaranteed student loans, behind Fairfax 
County, the City of Richmond, and Henrico County. 

According to the Virginia Education 




Loan Authority 1982 Annual Report, 
1,980 students from Virginia Beach 
were, awarded loans totalling 
$4,882,654. In Fairfax, some 6,000 
students were loaned $15.7 million. 
About 3,300 Richmond students were 
given $8(7 million m loans. Coming in 
third place was Henrico, which had 
about 2,000 of its residents granted 
$5.2 million in loan monies. Norfolk 
came in fifth place, behind the Beach, 
with 1,600 of its students given $3.8 
million. Statewide, just over 38,000 
students were loaned in excess of $94 
million last year. 

In Virginia Beach, 3,575 students 
received high school diplomas in 1982, 
according to the school system's public 
information director, Joseph Lowen- 
thal. Going on to college, Lowenthal' 
said, were about 60.5 percent or 
around 2,100 of those studenU. With 
VELA last year extending loans to ap- 
proximately 2,000 Virginia Beach 
residents, Lowenthal said the odds 
were "quite good" that anyone seeking 
such assistance could probably get it. 

Times have changed since then, 
Lowenthal cautioned. Previously, the 
awarding of loans was based strictly on 
a first-come, first-served basis. Now, 
according to Lowenthal, loans are

^t In The Jacuzzi With N. A. 



Last week^d the editor of the Virginia 
Beach Sl^;^ared a Jacuzzi with several 
nwimb^ft' of Narcotics Anonymous who 
were in town at the Hilton, occanfront, 
for an annual convention. 

"Hi, my name is Herman," one of 
them said to the editor ^ who happened to 
be in the hot tub per invitation of one of 
the Hilton employees who was working at 
the N.A. Tlance and pool party. "How 
long have you been straight," Herman 
asked. 

"Well, I'm not with the convention," 
the editor replied, who has been known to 
take a drink, adding, "but I think it's a 
real good thing and that more people 
should be involved with it." 

Soon, otner N.A. members, all former 
users of ilUcit drugs and alcohol, joined 
the two men in the tub, along with a 
couple of girls. "How long have you been 
clean," they asked each other after in- 
troductions had been conducted. Respon- 
ses to the question variW from one week 
to eight months to two years. 

Some of the hot tubbers, both men and 
women, had tattoos. Hair lengths varied, 
as did quality of swimsuits. They were 
from as far away as New England and 
California, representing a total of 17 
states. N.A. spectators who strolled into 
the pool area from the dance also varied 
in appearance, some being very clean 
shaven and neatly dressed; some with 
beards and well worn clothes. "Drug ad- 
diction knows no socioeconomic boun- 
dries," the editor thought to himself. 

"What keeps you all together and from 
slipping back into drugs," the editor 
asked. "Together we can overcome," was 
the reply, "We know we arc addict^. And 
we also know that drug addiction leads 
either to institutionalization, jail or death. 
And most of us have been close to all 
three." 

One of the tubbers raised himself and 
displayed s(»rs across his stomach he 
received in a near fatal accident he was in 
while high on several drugs and alcohol at 
one time. 

Another buy in the pool discussed a 



time in his life when he was at a cdncert 
trying to sell his girlfriend for narcotics. 
"Sex for drugs," he said he used to yell. 
But he didn't use the word "sex". 
Another man talked of the number of 
houses and businesses he broke into to get 
money or merchandise to trade for drugs. 

NotPretty 

These observations about drug abuse 
are not pretty, but neither is the topic. 
Next to alcoholism, it is the most 
menacing problem afflicting this society 
today. Most of the crimes which occur in 
the U.S. and most of the social ills, such 
as child and spouse abuse stem from a 
lack of interpersonal communication 
skills coupled with alcohol and drug 
abuse. 

N.A. has four groups which meet 
regularly in Virginia Beach. The first 
group at the Beach was formed in early 
1978. N.A. meeting times and places in 
Virginia Beach are as follows: 

Every Tuesday, 8 p.m., at the Star of 
The Sea Catholic Church - 15th Street and 
Arctic Avenue. 

Every Wednesday, 8 p.m., Pembroke 
Six, second floor in the Alcare room. 

Every Friday, 8:30 p.m. at the Galilee 
Episcopal Church, 40th Street and Pacific 
Avenue. (Closed meeting, not open to the 
public). 

Every Saturday, 11 p.m. candlelight 
meeting, at 4716 Quinwood Lane in the 
Pembroke section of Virginia Beach. 

All meetings are open to the public ex- 
cept for Friday night, which are for addic- 
ts only. « 

N. A. is no longer a secret, nor has it 
ever been. Most of its meinbers usually 
get involved from personal referrals, but 
efforts are underway to keep the local ' 
media better informed of the group. 

If you need help, or kn6w of anyone 
who needs help kicking the drug habit, 
speak up and face reality. Drugs are a 
dead end street, and there's no two ways 
about it.For more information on N.A. in 
Virginia Beach call Ray at 490-2643.

No Cure For All Cancers

Virginia Beach citizens have brought to our attention a letter being circulated in the Tidewater area regarding a 
cure for cancer reportedly endorsed by the American Cancer Society. It suggests that pork and beef products are 
the cause of caxxet and that the cure fan all cancan is in eating grated avocado seeds mixed with milk in conjunc- 
tion with fresh fruit, poultry, and seafood. 

There is no medical or scientific evidence to support such a theory, nor do^ the American Cancer Society endor- 
se use of this unproven method. 

Much research supported by the Society, most recently our Cancer Prevention Study II (CPS 11), is looking at 
how lifestyle, including eating habits, the environment and other factors actually increase or reduce our risk of get- 
ting cancer. Hopefully CPS II, among other studies, will provide specific answers to preventing, and even treating, 
cancer by dietuV means. 

It is unfortunate and very sad that some well-meaning individual may keep cancer patients from seeking early 
treatment and an excellent chance of cure by conventional therapies available in nearly every community in Virginia 
and across the nation. 

We encourage anyone who has a question or concern about cancer prevention, detection and treatment, or canKr^ 
cer in general, to ask their physician or call the American Cancer Society's Cancer Answer Service, a toll-free in- 
formation and referral service of the Virginia Division.

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Todays poinsettias purchased in Virginia Beach 
florist shops, chain stores and garden centers have 
come a long way from its wild ancestors. The genus 
EuDhorbia. whidi indude$ poinsettias, is large, 
oontidiiiiig tSmoA a lOOO q>ecies. The showy red portion 
we notice are modified leaves or bracts. Ibe actual 
flowers are the small yellow structures in the center (rf 
the bracts. 

Other Euphorbia plants which are also for sale locally 
are snow-oo-the-mountain and crown of thorns. The 
poinsettia and snow-OD-tbe-mountain are native to 
Mexico whereas crown (rf'thonis comes from Madagas- 
car. 

While the poinsettia has become a traditional symbol 
(rf Christmas, the tradition Is ^3ung. Centuries before 
Oiristianity canw to tlK Western Hemisphere, Uie 
poinsettia was cultivated by the Aztecs of Mexico ami 
used as a symbol oi purity. T!m plant was highly prized 
by Kings Netzahual(x)yotl and Montezuma even 
though it could not be grown in their capitol, today's 
Mexico Qty. 

Poinsettias also were used for purposes other than 
ornamental. Dyes were derived from the bracts and the 
latex sap was used in nwdidnal preparations. 

During the seventeenth century, the fint uses of the 
poinsettia as an ornament in reUgious activities were 
reported, it was also in this tioK period that botanists 
began writing about the plam. Over half a century 
later, in 1825, poinsettias were first introduced into the 
Uoited States by Joel Robert Poinsett, the fint 
amtassador to Mexka 



Pdnsett distributed the plant to friends ancf 
botainical gardens who in turn gave specimens to the 
nursery men of that day. Within a few years, the first 
poinsettia was sold as a hdiday plant. • 

In 1910, breeding began oi producing new varieties 
of poinsettias which would have different cdors an({ 
better growing qualities. By 1923, the first member of 
our modern varieties was introduced. It was not until 
the late 60's thiu todays varieties were selected and pul 
into production. Until this time, almost all interest and 
work in poinsettias occured in the United States. The 
60's mvk the beginning European interests. This 
interest led to Norway giving us our most pq}ula| 
variety. • 

The new varieties or ctiltivars offered by planf 
breeden and profMgators today have long-lasting 
keeping qualities. To get the maximum utiiizatim c^ 
your poinsettia the following facts should be foUowed: 

Light is the most critical need. Place the plant in 4 
location which receives bright light - natural oc 
artificial. Seccnd, avoid cold drafts as well as heat from 
vents, television, etc. Water the plant tho-oughljj 
whenever the soil becomes slightly dry. However, tha 
plant shouU Mver wilt. To retain bright color of thtf 
bracts, temperatures should not exceed 70° F. ■ 

With all Uie interest aivl emphasis in poinsettias fo^ 
the holiday, it amazes this writer that the most popular 
myth regarding poisonous plants invdves the poinset* 
tia. Each hdiday period many popular writers will sajf 
"Each year thousands <A children iare made ill, and 
ihany die. from eating poinsettias." Toxicity tests on 
rats show that the animal oxild not physicaUy consume 
enough poinsettia teaves to cause any toxic reaction^ 
Although one cannot directly compare rats and 
humans, a rough comparison would be that a child 
weighing 50 poimds would have to ingest approd* 
mately 1 .25 pouiMls (500-^00 leaves) of the pdnsettia tf 
surpass the above ex]xrimental dose. Remember evej 
that dose caused no toxic reaction. • 

Ibe poinsettia has a very long history as a prized 
ornamental. With all the current breeding, this 
decorative holiday plant will hq)e fully have a loa| 
history (rf use in Vkginia Beach.

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New Book Labels 
To Aid Librarians 



Library

Have you noti(«d that materials in the Firginia Beach 
area libraries look a little different than they have 
previously? Although the automated circulation system 
is not due to begin operation until early summer, the 
first publicly visible signs of its approach can now be 
seen. 

On the outside of the back cover of each volume 
processed since Dec. 1, the library user wiU notice two 
labels. One is an OCR label and the other a blank white 
strip. The OCR label identifies a particular copy of a 
title within the system's materials cdlection. Using this 
number, staff will be able to inform a user of a bocrit's 
availability within the library system at the time a 
request is made. This ability will hopefully reduce the 
amount of time spent in waiting for a desired title and 
wiU greatly reduce staff time in its location. The blank 
label will be used to record the due date of the material 
for user convenience. 

During the Spring, area library staffs will be labeling 
materials presently in the cdkcticm in addition to those 
newly processed. Data Composition, a firm located in 
RichmcMid, VA, is producing approximately 300,000 
labels from information generated by the Virginia 
Beach Public Library's abibliographic data base. The 
staff will match each label with the specific volume to 
which it refers. Those volumes with no labels will be 
identified and added to the catalog data base and those 
items which cannot be located will be deleted. This 
process will result in a public catalog which, forthe first 
time, will accurately display the contents of the Virginia 
Bew;h Public Library's print Cdlections. 

This -labeling of library materials, however, repre- 
sents only half of the process of preparing fcH- the 
automated circulaticHi system. Library users will have 
an OQRlabfel^fix^d on their library card. This label will

It is a 
very exciting time for the library and for the Virginia 
Beach library user.

Herbert On The Lookout For Bands Up To Snuff 



After Many Travels, 
Herbert Vows To See 
Snuff Hit The Top

Like a busy little hoieybee Inizziiif from flower 
to flower collecting poUen, Ron Hffbert buzzes 
from nightclub to nightclub in Viqinia BMch in 
search of musical talent. 

After he flnds a talented band, such as Virginia 
Beach's Snuff, which he now manages, he atton- 
pts to convince a record company or producer to 
invest their money in the group, in hopes of lata- 
reaping big divideiKls. 

"I am a management company," Ho-bert, 31 , 
said. "I take a rising band I bdieve in and try to 
convince record producers to inveit their money in 
themf take a chance on a band that may make it 
big in the music business. " 

As anyone in the music industry can attest, fin- 
ding a "Superstar" band is a tcMigh tuk, and 
promoting it is even tougho', not to mention 
costly. 

Snuff, a six-member country rock band based in 
Virginia Beach recently rdeased its flrst album, 
entiUed "Snuff " at a cost of about $100,000. 
Herbert introduced the band to west coast record 
producer Phil Gemhard who signed it to Electra- 
Asylum Records, Los Angeles, CA. 

Snuff finished recording its maiden album last 
April. Since its release last spring it has sold 
about 30,000 copies in S2 markets across the coun- 
try, according to Herbert. A sin^e from the 
album, "So This Is Happy Hour," also soared in- " 
to Billboard Magazine's "Top 100" on the coun- 
try chart, landing somewhere in the 70'$. Snuff 
goes back into the studio this «wek to b^ cut- 
ting its second album which should be finished by 
mid-March. In addition, Snuff is also prq)aring to 
embark on a two month, 20-date tour of south- 
eastern United SUtes, sponsored by the U.S. 
Tobacco Company, Westport. CN, to promote its 
new product "Skoal Bandit." The tour will eUyne 
March ami April, and U.S. Tobacra will pick up 
all the advotising and promotional charges plus 
pay the band around $2,000 a performance. Ha*- 
bertsald. 

Herbert, who bas^o nuna^ Mason, a local 
band which folded in the '70's and Arrogance, a 
still-working Tarheel band, (both of which cut 
albums), said that he is now committed to Snuff. 
He hopes to continue working with the band until 
it reaches the big time, which may be several more 
albums down the road. 

"My goal is to get one band now and get them 
to the top," Herbert said. "The odds are a million 
to one that you're going to make it. Perseverance 
is all you have to keep you going. It may take 
Snuff three or four albums to get thwe but I'll 
neve give uRon^em." 

Lean From Expcfkace 

Herbert, an Atlanta, GA, native and the son 
of a C.P.A. employed with Ford Motor Com- 
{Mny, first became exp<:»ed to the music business 
while a student at the University of South 
Carolina. Columbia, SC. He attended USC for 
four years, but eight credit hours stood between he 
and graduation. He idayed football at USC, split 
end. aiMl nu^ored in buaness. 

While at USC, Ho-bert borrowed some money 
from his motho, whkh he paid Iwck within a 
year, and opeiKd two successful nightclubs and a 
bemage ducount store, bi 1972, Herbert's junior 
year, tw produced two on-€am|M8 coi^erts and 
anotlKr one in the AtlwU Qvic Qimxa. The per- 
formos inducted Curtis "Superfly" Mayfield and 
Quicksihw MesMugo Service. He lost $12,000 on 
the productions. The lc»s of money shook Hw- 
bwt, who up to that time, he says, hiul never lost 
money on a business voiture. It was at that point 
that "I realized that the manafer of the band had 
to be paid no mattCT what," he said. 

Herbert had gained a reiMitation on campus, he 
feels, as bdng a successful bu s i ne ssman before his 
time. Conseqi«ntly, when he turned in papws to 
his business professors, he smsed tiMrt they were 
maybe a littk more harsh in thdr grading of his 
writtoj work, thus contribating to his iKH ' 

graduating. v ' 

"When I WOK in for my tlwsis coosiAtticm, I 
got the feeling that the pntfessws were {^Ung (m 
me and gnuling me tough beauise I bad doM «^ 
financially at an early age," Herbert said. "I was 
only 19 or ^ years old and was Diakii« twice as 
much as some of my professors." 

Before Herbert left USC. a frknd of in had 
^oi him to Virginia Badi to see a band caOed 
Mason. In 1974 he travded with m^cm to &n- 
ta M(Muca. CA. amHesied a ax-bedroon Indes- 
da 20 minutes outsde Los Amcies. There, Masoo 
played at the Whisk^-A-Go-Oo and other dobs, 
opaied for such groups as Joomqr and Ae New 
York DoUs and was soon approached by Masex. 
Records, and also BiQ Graham. After moving 
back and forth from L.A. to Virpnia BeSf^ and 
making frequent trips to New York. Herbert 
arranged for Mason to cut an i^Nia bat tt wm 
never relras^l. Mason, whkdi tt one taae feMwed 
Steve Arcese from Pascal's on L«ka Eoad, 
broke up in 1977 and Hobm nwmtfo New York 
in 1978 to b^n concentrating <» «**i»gfa^ 
Snuff. Snuff was introduced to Herbet by 
Moijan Hampton of Ma«m. tteaqjioa, now the 
drummer for Virginia Bodi rock poiq) The Ner- 
ve u^ to play for Norf^'s The S^o. awl

before that for Jamor. ^ 

Herbert booked Snuff into some Big Apple 
clubs, such as Trax, where he met the late John 
Belushi, and he then began making even stronger 
ties with record producers. 

"I knew that if I was really going to get Snuff 
going I had to be where the action was," Herbert 
said. 

Herbert, who inherited a vast sum of money at 
the age of 21 , estimates that he lost $80,000 on 
Mason. He didn't want the same thing to happen 
with Snuff, so when he took the musicians to New 
York he decided to make a big splash. He spent 
$S,000 on a champagne party for record 
promoters and producers, but the guests were 
unimpressed and the band wasn't offered a record 
contract. Herbert moved back to Virginia Beach 
in 1979 to manage a group called Jamor and Snuff 
went out on its own. 

Herbert took Jamor to New York and rented a 
room in the Waldorf Astoria, one floor above 
where Warner, Electra and Atlantic record of- 
ficials were holding an annual corporate meeting. 
He snuck the band and its equipment up the ser- 
vice elevator and let the group cut loose after the 
business meetings ended. The band played only 20 
minutes before the hotel's security shut the party 
down and threatened to throw Herbert in jail. The 
impromptu concert gained the executives atten- 
tion, however, and they asked for another sam- 
pling of Jamor the next night" The execs liked ' 
what they heard and soon thereafter flew Herbert 
and the band to California and rented them a 
bungalowat the Chateau Ma Ma, where Belushi 
died. 

"They listened to the band and Jamor flew back 
to Virginia Beach," Herbert recalls. "I stayed for 
a month . They spent $ 1 3 ,000 on the trip and then 
decided to pass the group up. " 

Herbert returned to Virginia Bedch but decided 
to move to L.A. where he h^ met many record 
people, includng a man named Paul Fishkin, a 
rKord company president who signed Stevie Nicks 
of Fleetwood Mac. He also met former Lt. 
Governor of California Mike Curb, who in ad- 
dition to being involved with i>olitics had an active 
interest in the music business. ^ the age of 24, ac- 
cording to Herbert, Curb was president of MGM 
Records). It was then that Herbert became af-

filiated with the North Carolina band named 
Arrogance. Herbert managed the group and its 
first album was released on the Warner Curb 
label . The disc only sold about 1 S ,000 copies. 

"They just didn't get the needed financial push 
from Warner," Herbert said. "It just didn't hap- 
pen. 

Herbert was sent back to Virginia Beach on a 
promotional trip by Warner Brothers and he again 
ran into Snuff. A renewed interest in the band was 
kindled, and lus interest in Arrogance died . 

"Snuff had new penormel, new material that 
was more commerdal. and they had matured." 
Herbert said. "They were a new Snuff." 

"I turned Snuff on to Phil Gemhard, who had 
produced Arrogance." Herbert continual. "He 

^was the number four producer in the world in 

1976. according to Billboard." Gernhard's 
credentials, according to Herbert, include his 
producing the song "Stay" by Maurice Williams 
and the Zodiacs; and "Abraham, Martin and 
John," by Dion. 

Gemhard also fouml and produced Jim Staf- 
ford and produced The Bellamy Brother's first 
album. 

In 1980 Herbert moved back to Virginia Beach 



to manage Snuff full-time after Gernhard dedded 
to sign the group to his production company. 
Gernhard, Herbert and Snuff spent 18 months 
cutting demonstration tapes and "shopping 
around" before Electra- Asylum in Los Angeles 
signed the Virginia Beach home grown band in 
1982. 

Virginia Beach: L. A. Of The East? 

Herbwt predicts that if and when "Snuifr' 
makes it into the hot national entotaiiunent 
spotlight, the entire state of Virginia, especially 
Virginia Beach, will bask in its glory. 

"There mus|Jb^ something about Virginia 
Beach that keeps drawing me back here," Her- 
4)ert, who has never been nmrried, said. "There is 
so much talent here. This could really become a 
booming place if Snuff breaks nationally. Just like 
when The Allman Brothers broke out of Macon, 
GA. Othw bands, like Lynyrd Skynyrd andf Mar- 
shall Tucker came from out of that area." 

What's in Herbert's future? He'll continue to 
manage and pr<»note Snuff, and will continue to 
look for other bands that "are up to snuff."

Virginia Bewdi's Ron Herbert, manager of 
country-rock band Snuff, was a personal 
friend of the late John Belushi for about 
three years. Tbey met at a New York night- 
club called TVax. where, according to 
Herbert, Belushi jxunped on stage and per- 
formed with Smiflf aOd another loc^ band, 
McDonnell, now known as States. 

Tbe last time Herbert saw Belushi was 
Sept.. 1^1 who! they had a drink together 
in New York after Belushi had just finished 
filming the mcme "Neighbors." Belushi 
died on March S, 1^2. 

"I knew him during his 'Animal House', 
days," Herbert renumbers. "I really think 



John was different. He was a great star." 

Herbert suspects that Belushi did not 
deliberately overdose on dmgs, as rumored, 
but may have been accidently victimized. 

"I don't necessarily believe, knowing him 
the way that I did, that he did enough drugs 
to kill him. I say there was some hanky 
panky." 

A female a)mpanion of his, who was the 
last person to see him alive, is being in- 
vestigated as to her involvement in his death. 

"I don't kmw what her motivation would 
be for killing him," Herbert said. "Ste was 
high herself and may not have known what 
dmgs she was giving him. She was a heroin ' 
addict and a cmviaed dealer."

Dr. Ralph W. Cause 
Discusses Pregnancy After 

Thirty-Five.

Here are answers to 
some of the questions 
older first-time mothers 
haveaikcd. ^ 

Q. How long can 1 wwl 
to start my family without 
creating health problems 
for myself or my baby? 

A. As long as you con- 
tinue to menstruate and 
ovulate (produce ova, or 
eggs) and are in good 
health, there is no age 
limit for the possibility of 
having a healthy baby. 
Repeated miscarriages are 
very common, however, 
after forty-five. The 



general problem with 
waiting is that the older 
you get, the more years 
your body has had to 
acquire ailments (such as 
diabetes, high blood 
pressure, kidney disbrder, 
or Fibroid tumors) that 
could affect the course of 
your pregnancy and the 
health of your newborn. 
For these reasons start 
prenatal care as soon as 
you think you are 
pregnant. Your doctor 
will want to give you the 
spcial care you deserve as 
a mother over thirty-five. 
In fdti. every woman- 
regardless of age— should 
have early, regular 
prenatal care. 

Q. Will labor be more 
difficult for me If I am 
over thirty-five? 

A. If this is your first 
pregnancy, chances are 
you will have a little more 
difficulty in labor than a 
twenty-year-old. But the 
use of fetal heart monitors 
and special attention 



during labor have greatly 
diminished risks for the 
unborn baby. A Cesarean 
delivery is a bit more likely 
for the first-time mother 
over thirty-five. 

An older mother who 
has already borne children 
usually knows the . ease 
with which she deliversher 
babies. Birthweight some- 
times increases with each 
succeeding child, but this 
seldom is a problem 
during an older mother's 
labor and delivery. 

Q. Am I less capable of 
conceiving the longer I 
wait? 

A. Yes. After thirty 
your fertility does 
decrease with age. There 
are so many other factors 
involved, however, that 
the decline in fertility due 
to age should not, in itself, 
influence your planning. 
Fertility is also affected by 
health, emotions, fatigue, 
and frequency of sexual 
intercourse. Prolonged 
use of birth control can 
conceal an infertility 
problem. A condition 
called endometriosis is 
more common in older 
women who have not bor- 
ne children. When the cer- 
vbc has not been dilated by 
pregnancies, the men- 
strual flow can back up in- 
to the fallopian tubes, 



resulting in adhesions on 
(he tubes, resulting in 
adh^ions on the tubes 
and ovaries. This prevents 
fertilization. Most patien- 
ts with endometriosis can 
be helped by drugs or 
surgery. 

Q. Am I more likely to 
have twins if I am an older 
mother? 

A. Not if it's your first 
pregnancy, but the odds 
jump if it's your second or 
third child. As a rule, the 
chance for multiple births 
increases with age and the 
number of children. But if 
you are an older mother 
because you have had dif- 
ficulty in conceiving and 
your doctor has given you 
a potent fertility drug, you 
may have twins, triplets, 
or even more. Aware of 
this risk, the doctor will 
try to control the dose 
carefully and give you the 
special prental care that a 
multiple pregnancy always 
requires. 

Q. Are there any advan- 
tages in waiting to start a 
family? 

A. There are several, 
according to some 
specialists in this field. 
Most likely you are ready 
and eager to have a child. 
This will be a wanted 
baby, which gives any 
child a head start. As a 



mature adult you under- 
stand the need for regular 
prenatal care— another 
plus for you and the baby. 

Your marriage is 
probably a stable one. 
Although having a baby 
always changes your way 
of life, you won't have to 
adapt to marriage, care of 
home, husband and 
children - all at the same 
time. v..^ 

If you're healthy, you'll 
carry your baby with the 
same ease as any younger 
woman. Because you're 
mature, you'll probably 
be better able to handle 
your fears and rdlix 
during pregnancy, child- 
birth, and motherhood. If 
you recognize these ac^- 
vantages and put your 
confidence in yourself and 
in the professional care 
y^tt are receijving, you'U 
enjoy this new din^nfion 
of your life.

The area to be served 
under the November 8 ap- 
plication covers ap- 
proximately 1,337 square 
miles and includes Nor- 
folk, Virginia Beach, Por- 
tsmouth, Chesapeake and 
Suffolk in Virginia and 
Currituck County in Nor- 
th Carolina. Initial serving 
capadty of the proposed 
system is 2,330 customers. 

According to company 
President Wayne Peter- 
son, "The Tidewater area 
is one of the first two 
areas in which Carolina 
Telephone operates to be 
opened by the FCC for 
cellular applications. The 
advanced radio 

technology of cellular ser- 
vice will make better 
qusfHty mobile telephone 
service available to more 
people than ever before." 

Cellular service gets its 
name from the 
honeycomb of radio 
"cells" throughout the 
service area. Each cell has 
its own radio transmitting 
and receiving station. A 
cetttcaiixed computer 



routes calls, which are sent 
by radio signal, to the 
transmitting and receiving 
station closest to the 
mobile telephone. As the 
call moves out of the 
range of one station and 
into a new cell, it is elec- 
tronically "Handed oCT' 
to the next cell station 
without interrupting the 
conversation. In this way 
more calls can be handled 
simultaneously by the 
system and transmission 
quality is better than with 
existing mobije telephone 
service.

Spurred by lower mc^gage rates, the nations's 
-Jiousing industry is making a modest recovery. 

That's good news for construction workers, far 
lumber companies, furniture dealers, appliance ma- 
kefs. Realtors and homebuycrs. And that broad 
impact, econcOTiists say, means that a revived housing 
industry may help pull the whde economy out of its 
deep rut. 

"J think housing recovery is a good bet for 1983," 
said Ted Gibsai, housing eccxiomist for Crpker 
National Bank in San Francisco. But high unemploy- 
ment, he warned, "casts a shadow over the prospects." 

Mark Riedy, eccmomist for the MOTtgage Bankers 
Association, said he noted much recovery in mortgage 
demand and the "stirring of a pickup" in new 
construction. 

Lumber conpanies in the Pacific Northwest say 
business is improving. 

"October especially was a very good month for new 
lumber orders, and it continued through November," 
said William J. Kirkland of the Western Wood Products 
Associaticm in Portland, Ore. "I'm sure increased 
c^timism amcmg homcbuilders made it take off." 

AccOTding to an informal survey by The Associated 



Press, many in the indmU^ if« bullish about 1983

Sales of new and existing homes nearcd 6 million 
units in 1978. Hirce years later, sales ijosedived as 
mortgage rates climbed above 17 percent." 

For 1982, the National Association of Realtors 
projected sales of existing houses at only 1.9 million. 
with housing starts at 1.1 million or less. 

Some relief appeared in late summer, when interest 
rates began dropping to their current levels of 12 
percent for government-insured mortgages and about 
13 percent for conventional loans. 

As mortgage rates dropped, sales of new single- 
family houses rose 38 percent from July to October. 
Between June and October, housing starts rose 24 
percent and building permits-an indication of future 
construction-went up 27 percent. 

In Tidewater, the same uptrends are evident. There 
were 1,299 housing starts August to October 82. up 
38<% from last year. Mortgage committments for the 
same period were $60.8 million, up 32V« fi-OTn last year 
which indicates sales are good. We h(^ that we are 
witnessing the beginning of a recovery.

No Holiday At Hospital

For the 1,124 ftill-timeemplc^ees, 800 auxiliary 
pers(»inel, and 330 volunteers who w(M^k at 
Virginia Beach General Hospital, the holiday 
season was no holiday at all. For them, it was 
business as usual, but perhaps not as hectic. 

"No one likes to work during this time of year, 
but as a nurse you undentand it goes with the 
territory," said Jenny Earp, the hospital's 
director of child nuning. "You learn to work your 
persmal life around ^oai hospital schedule. Some

ApproxIniatSy 
3,600 emeigeocy jmieoa are seen there in a 
mooth, and about 185 balaes are born there per 
nxntb. Needless to say, the hospital staff must 
ahvays be prepared. "Ibving babies doesn't 
happen on a set sort of schedule," said Earp. 
"We have to be prepved for everything and take 
it as it comes." 

Preparedness is the key to all departments at 
the hospital, according to Sharon Raeder, the 
hospital's diiector (rfcriticarcare nursing. "There 
is no way we can ever predict how many patients 
we'll get at any given time, so we have got to be 
ready," she said. 

"Qn the whole we experience a lowering of 
business during the hdidays," said Assistant 



Administrator Jo Downs. This does not make for a 
decrease in wo'ldoed, however, in fitct, the staff 
must try doibly hard during the holidays, for the 
sake of the patients. 

"Imagine for a minute if you were stuck in a 
hospital over the hdidays," said Downs. "There 
is a degree of loneliness. You miss your family, 
yoar traditicms, your man's cooking, your dad's 
jokes . Given all that, I think the patients cope very 
well, and I admire them." 

Coitributing to the patients' good cheer is the 
good will exhibited by E)owns and her staff. A 
contest is held to see which department can best 
decorate its area fa Christmas. A docta 
masquarades as Santa Qause while on his 
appdnted rouinds. Family members are encour- 
aged to share hdiday meals at the hospital with 
patients and employees. "We try to convey a 
festive spirit to everyone who comes into contact 
with the hospital," said Raeder. "All of this lends 
a very positive atmosphere to the patient and to 
his recovery." 

Also aiding in the healing process is the high 
degree of professionalism exuded at Virginia 
Beach General, according to Downs. "The 
medicine practiced here is second to none," she 
said. "Our average length of stay is six days, and 
that is extremely short. It is beneficial in many 
wayj. Besides being economical, it gets patients 
back into the mainstream of life quicker. Our 
length of stay is the lowest in Tidewater. 

"I think what makes this hospital so spedal is 
the general attitude of the people who wak 
here," Downs coitinued, who has been employed 
there fa 12 years. "It is very friendly and 
extremely professional, and that makes a big 
difference." 

"I like the smallness of the hospital," said 
Earp. "It is nice to know everyone's name at 
wak." Earp added that she likes the practice of 
primary responsibility nursing employed at 
Vu-ginia Bctach General. Started in the. mid 
1970's. primary responsibility nursing allows fa 
oily oie nurse per patient to be assigned. 
"Patients come to know us as, 'my nurse,' and 
that gives them a feeling of comfot," she said. 

"That's really where I derive my satis factijon- 
from knowing that I've contributed to the care of a 
patient," said Earp. "You really do build up a 
closeness with some of the people." 

Sonetimes, however, those patients die, and 
often, that is a difficulh proposition for the hospital 
staff. "Death is never handled unobjectively," 
said Kaeder. "I've seen so much empathy 
exhibited by the staff. I've seen nurses literally 
tan up, but they were always able to carry out 
their duties." 

"You feel somewhat helpless in that situation 
because there is really not a whole lot you can- 
do," said E&^y'i^^hat point, the best thing, wo. 
as nurses can do is to act as comforters and as a 
resource fa fiunily members. I've seen many 
nurses nearly as emotionally drained as the 
families. It is always sad, but yoa learn that you 
have to accept certain things with the job." 

Another difficulty that goes with the territory is 
the sometimes impatient attitude displayed by 
patients, who often complain about long waits and 
filling outjjaperwak. "We try to explain to them 
as best as we can why the hospital has the rule 
that it does and why things are the way they are," 
said Earp. 

"Face it," concluded EXjwns. "The hospital is 
just nd the chdcest place fa anyoie to go. We 
know that nobody wants to be here. Our job is to 
make the patients' stay as pleasant as possible."

fice just days before. 

For Virginia Beach, this could be an 
omen of good things to come, Indeedcthei 
occassion has been nu'e when our frioids 
from Washington have made regular 
visits to this resort city in the past. With, 
tlw exception of Rep. G. William White- 
hurst (R-2nd District), Virginia Beach 
would scarcely know it had dther 
representation in the nation's capitoj. 

For its piut. City Council says it;j^u^ 
to keep Trible and Whitehurst abreast of 
its concerns in the future. In fact. Mayor 
Louis R. Jones plans to lead a delation 
to Washington later in the month to meet 
with them and Sen. John Warner. 

Will Virginia Beach benefit from its 
newfound partnership on the federal 
level? It certainly can't hurt. Jones, for 
one, is optimistic. 

"I hope we've opened the lines of 
communication now so that the federal 
government is aware of the needs of 
Virginia Beach," he said.— M.M.G.

Billy O'Brien Ready For Lottery 



To the Editor: 

b almost every cooversatioii tittte days, one topic is inevitably Ixiund to s^fiue - money. Our Governor. 
Chuck R<4)b. talked of recent budget cuts in a December joint C3omnitoee meeting: "Ihese actions have 
resulted in a total reduction in spending of $123 million. If we w«re to continue, ody the i^esent five percent 
cutbackinto tiK second year oT the bknnium, against the same prognuns, fmi cominue all (tf our existing 
initiatives to eontrol costs, we would stiU need $130 million moR to balance our bwiget for the biennium." 
Wginians know economically, times are rought and will get rougher before they get better. We all know how 
history repeats itself; for example, during the founding of our Commonwealth, wise citizens such as George 
Washington. Thomas Jefferson, Nathaniel Harrison uid the Byrd's discovered a viabte sobition - the lottery. 
Money raised was used to finance the Wirgvm Company, build diurdws, sdwob, camUs and oth^ worthwhfle 
presets. I believe most Virginians feel they have plenty of taxes levkd against them aiui do not want more. 
Ihis is the leason I think a state lottery for Virginia is an idea whose time has come. 

I realize there are a few readers who will quit at this pdnt. but I uk you to hev me mit. A state run public 
lottery system is a direct way of raising revenue without raising taxes, i.e. a "voluntary"' tax. Lotteries are 
aheady operational in fourteen states and another fifteen are in the proottt at iffli^mcndiig one. For examide. 
Pennsylvania raises $152 million t^year, using this money for free mass transit iad reducing taxes paid by the 
elderly; Maryland's lottery, after six years of operation, iwts $173 million a year, netting more money than any 
other program except (qr income taxes and there has been no hint of scandal to ks lottery program or to those (^ 
any other state control led lotteries; and, Washington, D.C just initiMied a lottery expected to net 
approximately $30 million a year. It is my belief, founded on numerous conversations with ^^iniahs. that we 
are subsidizing lotteries operating in neighboring states, h is also a Uet that most urban ^es have illegal 
numbers games which a state controlled lottery will surely cut down, if not eliminate. 

A lottery is an indirect lorm of gambling, with three important distlnctiflos: 1) a public lottery is inexpensive 
to administer; 2) a public lottery involves relatively Ihtle investment by the individuai; and 3) the lottery system 
is easily insulated from the inevitable pressures that organized crime and pdUtiM exert on gambling. Unlike 
legalized gambling and taxes on liquor or tobacco, state lottery proceeds are pot gained at the expense of a 
lower - or upper-class. An Atlanta-based study concluded the majortty olf lotted V^ytn, *re from tte midcfle 
class ($18,000 to $S6.000 income bracket). 

To say Wginia does not allow gambling is not accurate. Legal lotteries and gambling are allowed in the form 
of bingoand raffles, instant and scratchn^games. newspaper and footMl games, ganMs (tf chance sponsored 
by clubs, dvic orguuzations, fisst food chains, grocery stores and others. : 

One should keep in mind that 1983 is an election year and no leglslttor wiB wmf to raise taxes, but once the 
Seiutors. serving four year terms, take office Virgiiiians better be jnepued for -increases I tt is noteworthy that 
most city councils are advomting increasing the sales tax to S^ib, which ai^Ues to food. 

I would prefer the Generid Assembly support and pass a state run public lottery bill; however, an alternative 
would be to give voters a referendum on the lottery. Many voters throughout our Commonwealth have

ITiey 've Got Some Nerve

Between the three memben oilht Nerve, all of 
whom are Virginia Beach residents, they have 
amassed 56 years erf musical talent yet none of 
them is past his mid-twenties. 

Ibey're polite, inteUif eitt youDKncn, and tove 
pooled their talents to be a Iwui dw Ukei of wUch 
this resort dty has never seen, or hcaril. 

"A guy told me that to do die stuff you do 
you've got to have a lot of nerve, and that's «^at 
you should call youraelf,'" said thie Nrad's 26 
yearned lieader Sam Harrell. "So we did." 

Harrell. who sings lead vocals and plays bass, 
is complemented by LO. Walker on guitar and 
vocals and Morgan Hampton, recently acquired 
from The States, on drums and vocals. 

On stage, ibiTeU helped made a name for the 
trio by playing a i^ guitar while stai»&>g beside , 
a full-size reproduction (tf the PinkFintter. In the 
middle of a song, while Walker is taking a guitar 
sdo, Harrell will crawl on his belly and back like a 
snake, twisting and squirming to the beat of the 
music. And, if he feels like it, Hairell will lick his 
mioxjphane stand between verses. "Ido what- 
ever I feel like doing at the time," he said. 

Granted, some of Harrell's actioos may not be 
tradidcxial. but he and die band receive attention 
by diem. And getting the public to remember, 
response, and wanting to hear dwir music is what 
the music business is all about. 

Although The Nerve, which has been in 
existance since June, 1980 ud has played in at 
least nine different Virginia Beach nightclubs 
before thousands of people, the group has yet to 
strike a deal with a record cam|»ny and cut an 
album. Hieir music is described as New Wave, 
which is a fusion of rock and roll, rhythm and 
blues and reggae. 

"We want to get an album out," Hanell said. 
"We wuit to give die peof^ a diance to hear our 
music. Let them make a decision for themselves 
on whedier diey like it. Most radio stations won't 
really give a new band a chance." 

The band has a professionally made musical 
video, £Ems, and talent. The members love 
performing for live audiences, but have not spent 



as much time in the recording studio. When they 
do make an album, however, they will not need to 
hire more musicians to play additional instru- 
ments. 

In addition to bass, Harrell, who has been a 
musician for 16 years, also plays piano, guitar and 
banjo. Hampton, a musician for 20 ye vs. also 
plays guitar and keyboards. Walker, also a 
musician for 20 years, also (days piano and situ. 

Between the three ^them, they have played in 
a total of 23 bands. Walker has been known to 
play in four at one time. 

TteMlMtatlJiik 

Hampton, says Harrell, "was the missing link" 
in the Nerve's search to find its ultunate sound. 
Hampton is also the third drummer to be with The 
Nerve. With The States, who have released two 
albums, Morgan explains that he didn't have the 
musical freedon he now has with Ihe Nerve. The 
States make more money per performance than 
The Nerve, but they don't play nearly as oft«i. 
Money, however, was not Hampton's reason for 
leaving tht Norfolk based rock 'n roll band. 

"I wanted to have more creative freedom." 
Hampton said. "I wanted to play music with more 
meat and potatoes in the rhythm section. 

Both Harrell and Hampton play music profes- 
sionally because they enjoy seeing the audiences 
enjc^ing their sounds. 

"I lilu to see people have a good time with 
something you've created and are sharing with 
other peq)le," Harrell said, (bmpton agrees: 

"I play because I can't help it," says Walker. 
"I've always played. It feels good." 

Hie band agrees that \%ginia Beach is loaded 
with musical talent. They also admit that their 
name may be a reason for some people do not 
come see them. 

"Because of our name, some people have a 
prec(»ioeived notion (rf^what we are, and usually 
their impression is wrong," Harrell said. "The 
name of the band is secondary. It's the music that 
counts."

McClanan Will Focus On Consumer, Agriculture Concerns

pativc son and raised in the agriculture community. He 
has an agricultural background and has been much 
Involved with agriculture on a continuous basis." 

Sixty percent of Virginia Beach is agricultural in 
nature, being comprised of marshlands, water, forestry 
Wd about 43,000 acres of cropland. In 1981. the latest 
date for which complete figures are available, the 
Virginia Beach agricultural industry contributed about 
$100 miUion to the Virginia Beach economy, according 
toCockrell. Hiat figure has been as high as $150 million 
depending on the weather conditions during a given 
year and the market price of the canmodities. Ctockrell 
predicts, however, that the 1982 figure will not be much 
better than that of 1981. 

Fanners' WishUst 

The Board of Directors of the Virginia Beach and 
Chesapeake Farm Bureaus last December met with 
several local and state elected pditicians to discuss the 
concerns of local fanners. TTiere arc approximateiy 400 
formers in each of the two cities, and Cockrell said the 
Farm Bureau received an "excellent reception" by the 
officials to the farmers' issues. McClanan and Cockrell 
acknowledge, however, that funding for any new 
programs is doubtful, given the budgetary constraints 
tinder which the state is currently wo-king. 

The fdlowing is a brief list of the recently submitted 
reccmimendations of the Farm Bureau and excerpts 
fran McQanan's response to each: 

Bureau: Establishment of a two-year practical 
agriculture course at the Vu-ginia Pdytechnic Institute 
and State University (VPl and SU), which would be an 
advanced educaticm course for farmers who wished 
additional inf(»-mation on the latest improvements in 
the farming industry.

Under the 
Bureau's plan the funds would go into a research 
divisions appropriation.

Hie Virginia Beach Oime Solvers is offering up to 
SI, 000 cash reward in an efTort to solve the assault and 
attempted rape of a young girl in the Indian Lakes 
section of Virginia Beach. 

On Thursday, Dec. 2, 1982, a 13 year old female was 
babysitting in the 4500 block of Fountain Hall EWve. At 
approximately 9 p.m. the girl heard someone trying to 
open the front door and thinking it was the parents 
returning home, she opened the door. As she did, she 
was confronted by a white male who immediately struck 
her in the face with his fist. A struggle ensued and part 
of the girls clothing was torn off. During the fight the 
girl kneed the man in the groin area. In turn, he struck 
her again in the face with his fist, knoddng her 
unconscious. When she awdce.-she found the man gone 
and the front door standing wide open. 

Hie assailant was described as a white male in his 
20's. 6'4" to 6' 6" tall and 140 to 160 lbs. He had Ught 
shaggy brown hair which was over the ears, brown eyes 
and mustache. He also had acne around his nose and on 
the right side of his face, and was wearing a red ski hat. 
Investigators believe he is or has been working 
construction in the Oumney Ifill area.

Every Friday, they come from as far away as 
Greenville, North Carolina to set up shop in the 
Pembroke Square Shopping Center on Indepen- 
dence Boulevard in the Bayside. Borough of the 
dty, hawking their wares, which range from bot- 
tl«* barbells, and brass candle holders to dress«, 
dolls and drill bit sharpeners. Much of the mer- 
chandise, vendors agree, could be labeled, 
"junk". They prefer, however, to call their 
goods, "coUectables." 

The weather, as one might expect, has playwl 
havoc with the outdoor flea market trade. The 
thermometer last week dipped into the low 40 s, 
keeping many of the antique peddlers-and cus- 
tcwners-away. 

"Shoot, you should see this place on a Saturday 
afternoon in the summer." says Ray HaU, a 
Virginia Beach-bred entrcprcnuer who rents 
parking lot spaces to the flea marketeers. This 
parking lot is a bat-house in the summer. I havito 
get up at four in the morning to get out here and 
start getting these vans parked and set up for 
business. By 8 a.m. I have to turn vendors away 
because I'm all out of space. It is slap full. 



Hall estimates that up to 12,000 customers per 
day rummage through the parking tot parapher- 
nalia in the summer. "I'll tell you," he said, "in 
the summertime, I'd rather luive a flea market 
than a gold mine in Las Vegas." 

For the vendors in Hall's lot, however, flea 
marketing is not a road to prosperity, rather it is a 
means of survival for some. "We've got one man 
who lost his job as a cab driver, and now he drives 
600 miles round-trip just to be here on the 
weekends," said Hall. The man, who asked not tc 
be identified, cuts down on costs by sleeping over- 
night in a sleeping bag in his van, father than 
paying for a motel room. On Sundays, he returns 
to his North Carolina home, where for four days 
he sells his textile products. Come Friday, he is on 
his way again to Virginia Beach. "It's a hard life 
that's not for everybody," he said. 

For others, such as Leon Belsky, a seven-year 
resident of Bayside, working the flea market is a 
therapuetic activity. At age 73, Belsky says selling 
his new and used tools and brass fittings provides 
an opportunity to be productive while in 
retirement. 

"You can't let the rocking chair get to you," 
reasons Bebky, who labored for 30 years as a tool 
and dye-casting machinist in Massachussetts. "I'd 
go crazy sitting around the trailer home. I've got 
to get out." 

Since moving to Virginia Beach, Belsky has un- 
dertaken a number of occupations including 
playing Santa Clause at a shopping center and 
operating a kiddie ride at the old Seaside Amuse- 
ment Park. Flea markets, Belsky figures, are a 
better way to go. "This is so interesting because 
I'm out here meeting the public," he said. "Plus, I 
enjoy all the other people who are vendors. 

"The only part about this I don't like is the 
cold, but you learn to weather that, too," he con- 
cluded. 

Flea marketeers, which Hall says are "the most 
honest people in the wprid," are also very proud. 
"We've got guys in this business who have lost 
their regular jobs," he said. "It would be so easy 
for them to say, 'Okay Mr. Reagan, take care of 
me. Instead, they are out here, making an honest 
living and paying their taxes. You've got to admire 
that in a person. 

"For older people, the retired people, selling at 
the flea market is good therapy; it makes them 
happy," Hall continued. "I've been in this 
business for 13 years, and I've never worked with 
a more friendly group of people. Really, they are 
like family to me." 

Just 16 vendors sprinkled the parking l(^ last 
Friday. The customer numbered even less, and 
the weather reports called for snow on Saturday. 
"You have your good days and you have your bad 
days," Hall admitted. "You catch as catch can, 
and hope things get better tomorrow," he smil^.

Voice Of The People 



Should All Beach Cops Get Tasers?, 

Last October, the Vii^inia Beach Police Department purchased 
on an experimental basis four '*Taser" electronic weapon devices 
for $300.each. The Taser shoots two needle-like barbs at a subject 
and attaches to the clothing. Once attached, the Taser's electriciai 
current passes into the subjects body through two fine conducting 
wires which are connected to the device, thus causing uncon- 
trollable muscle spasms and an immediate loss of balance. The 
darts can be shot up to 15 feet; or, for closer-range situations, 
police officers can use a twin set of two foot-long antennae to 
emit the same three-watt or 50,000 volt charge of electricity. 




"I think so. A Taser is 
good just because a 
situation might arise 
when a police officer 
could be shooting an In- 
nocent person. A Taser 
will only hurt for a little 
while; It Is not per- 
manently damaging. A 
gun, on the other hand, 
can havepermanent side- 
effects such as death. I 
would think that the 
$300 cost for a Taser is 
money well spent. "

"TTiere was nothing spectacular here over the 
weekend, just the routine arrests," said U. LO. 
Sutton. "As usual, we've had our share of petty 
larcenies and routine vandalism, but there was 
really nothing too out of the ordinary. About the 
biggest thing, I guess, was a reported robbery 
that turned out to not be a robbery at all."

There were tentative 
signs in December that the 
long recession is near an 
end and that a gradual 
economic recovery and 
improved real estate 
market will take place 
during the first half of 
1983, according to Dr. 
Jack Carlson, chief 
economist and executive 
vice president of the 
Natioiial Association of 
Realtors. 

Carlson said - that 
housing, which has been 
one of the first sectors of 
the economy to show an 
improvement, should con- 
tinue to strengthen during 
1983 and lead the 
economy to its modest 
recovery. He expects sales 
of almost 2.5 million 
existing single-family 
homes in 19l3, up about 
400,000 units from the 
November annual rate. 
Existing-home sales 
already have shown nearly 
a 10 percent increase from 
November to November. 

"This upward trend is 
encouraging," Carlson 
said. "However, while it 
represents a substantial 
improvement from the 
dismal levels of 1981 and 
1982, housing activity 
remains well below under- 
lying demand. Under 
normal conditions, more 
than four million existing 
homes should be sold each 
year." 

HeM back by the threat 
of continued high unem-: 
ployment and of growth ia 
individual income, 
existing-home sales will 
rise gradually to 3 .2 
miilion units in 1984,^ 



Carlson predicted that 
new-home starts may 
reach 1.35 million this 
year and grow to 1.5 
million in 1984. 

"The rising unem- 
ployment rate and 
generally slow growth in 
personal income have 
been holding down con- 
sumer spending, especially 
on such major commit- 
ments as housing and 
large durable goods," 
Carlson said. "This has 
restrained the housing 
recovery, even though 
recent declines in mor- 
tgage rates and slow 
growth in housing prices 
have created a market in 
which the monthly pay- 
ment on a median-priced 
home today is $200 lower 
than at the 1982 peak." 

With the growth in of- 
fice construction expected 
to end in 1983, Carlson 
sees non-residential in- 
vestment declining by 
almost 10 percent this 
year, following the 2 per- 
cent increase last year. He 
says that commercial and 
industrial Investment will 
bottom out by 1984, 
however, and may grow 
modestly by 1 .5 percent. 

Carlson expects that 
overall consumer spending 
will Increase around 1.5 
perp^nt this year and 3 
percent in 1984. "While 
this is a modest im- 
prpv^flient from the 0.8 
percent growth last year, it 
should not be enough to 
generate a booming 
overall recovery," 
Carlson said. 



With auto sales showing 
signs of strength and 
lower consumer interest 
rates probably boosting 
purchases of other, con- 
sumer durables, Carlson 
sees businesses increasing 
investment slightly and 
overall Gross National 
Product growing at about 
1 percent this year and in- 
creasing to 3.6 percent 
growth in 1984. 

"The continued 
prospect of large federal 
deficits lessens the chances 
of a strong recovery," 
Carlson said. "The 
recovery, as now projec- 
ted, would only be one- 
half as strong as the 
average recovery during 
the past 30 years. The 
prospect of federal deficits 
exceeding S200 billion 
represents the biggest 
threat to this recovery." 

Carlson said that~l^h 
Congress reluctant to trim 
non-defense spending fur- 
ther, the administration 
hesitant to reduce defense 
appropriations, and all 
budget-cutters facing 
strong resistance to Social 
Security cutbacks, "the 
battle to reduce these ex- 
ploding deficits will be 
long and difficult." 



"Also, the ad- 
ministration is showing no 
signs of being willing to 
support delays or post- 
ponements in this year's 
scheduled personal Xax 
cuts, or to prpose further 
increases in excise taxes 
and other taxes falling on 
consumer spending,'j he 
said. ' " 



With the federal deficit 
going largely unchecked, 
Carlson said, the course of 
high interest rates ca&only^ 
be moderated by credit 
policies adopted by the 
Federal Reserve Board, 
which recently reversed its 
three-year course and 
eased its monetary poKcies 
considerably. 

"This easier credit 
policy was prompted 
mainly to stimulate the 
conomy in the short run," 
Carlson said. '''But it also 
has accommodated the 
exploding deficit, forcing 
interest rates down tem- 
porarily even as govern- 
ment borrowing grows. 

"Now, the question is, 
whether the Fed will con- 
tinue its recent policies as 
the economy recovers. 
Most likely it will not, and 
efforts to prevent long-run 
inflationary growth in the 
money supply will exert 
some upward pressure on 
interest rates in the 
spring." 



Carlson said that while 
interest rates are expected 
to rise this spring, they are 
unlikely to reach the peak 
levels of 1981 or 1982. He 
added" that new mortgage 
rates are expected to peak 
in the 15 to 16 percent 
rane by mid-year before 
declining to just under 14 
percent, and that the 
federal funds rate, now at 
8 percent, is expected to 
peak at around 12.5 per- 
cent before dropping back 
to around 11 percent in 
1984.

Tlie 
name of the national 
organization was changed 
fi-om the U.S. Junior 
Chamber of Commerce to 
the U.S. Jaycees in 1965 
at the national convention 
of the young men's lead- 
ership training, organiza- 
tion. 

Built CHI a solid founda- 
ticHi of creating oppotuni- 
ties for leadership train- 
ing through community 
betterment projects, the 
Jaycees today, 350,000 
strong, are active in more 
than 9,000 communities in 
Jhe United States.

The income from 
these machines provides 
the Virginia Beach Jay- 
cees with about $800 an- 
nually. _, 

In 1950 this chapter 
established the Mrginia 
Beach "First Citizen"

The Hint Man 




Cakes, stteklhg to pan • 

Before ad^ng the batter 
to the pan, sprinkle the 
pan with equal parts of 
confectioners' sugar and 
flour. 

Or, after baking, place the 
pan on an old beach towel 
that you've soaked in cold 
water, then wrung out. 



After a few seconds, the 
cake will come out easily. 
Candle Wax On Material, 
Removing • First, scrape 
off all excess wax. Next, 
put a paper towel under 
the wax spot, then lay 
another paper towel on 
top of the wax. With a 
fairly warm iron, press the 
paper towel for about two 
minutes. The heat melts 
the wax, which is absor- 
bed by the two |oweIs. 

Car Care • At least once a 
week, ran your car at 
high speed, (55 MPH) for 
about five minute, regar- 
dless of what speed you 
normally drive. This 
prevents carbon buildup 
in your engine, and later, 
costly repairs. 



If your windshield wipers 
are leaving marks on the 
glass because of dl or 
grease residue, clean them 
by wiping the rubber sec- 
tion with a cloth soaked in 
white vinegar and 
sprinkled with baking 
soda. 

To keep your water pump 
foopaly lubricated, add 
one ounce of brake fluid 
to your radiator twice a 
year.

Despite sudh gloomy 
forecasll, Fentress says 
he will continue to fight 
for tJ^e Chamber's re- 
quests. "ITie Chamber 
has got to be the voice of 
the little guy in the busi- 
ness world here in Vir- 
ginia Beach," he said. 
"The state government is 
somewhat unapproach- 
able to a small business- 
man. He needs to have 
somebody to grind his axe 
with. 

"Those legislates are 
going to Richmond to 



represent the needs of 
their constituents, and the 
business community 
represents a very impor- 
tant part of their constitu- 
ency," Fentress contin- 
ued. Added Bill Center, 
the Chamber's executive 
directcff: "Just because 
we know that our propos- 
als may not have the 
greatest chance » we can't 
just roll overjtnd play ■ 
dead," he said.

Jones Knows How 
Trible Can Help

The informal session 
was, as Jones later put it, 
"an improved effort to 
open lines of com- 
municatipn between the 
city and "the federal gover- 
nment, and this was a 
promising start." Trible, 
who was elected to the seat 
previously occupied by 
retiring Sen. Harry F. 
Byrd last November, ap- 
peared to relish the oppor- 
tunity. 

"I haven't forgotten my 
roots, the 35 year-old 
Republican told the half- 
dozen Council merfibers in 
attendance. "My purpose 
in coming here is to let you 
see Paul Trible after the 
election. I promise you 
there is no man alive who 
will work harder for you 
in the U.S. Senate." 

Among the 17 different 
issues tackled by Trible in 
the hour-long meeting was 
cable television. "Tell me 
about your cable T.V. 
situation," said Trible. 
Councilman Robert G. 
Jones informed the 
senator that because of a 
recent $850,000 copyright 
fee increase levied by the 
Copyright Royalty 
Tribunal against Cox 
Cable Television Tide- 
water and other cable out- 
fits nationwide, two 
popular channels will soon 
be removed from pro- 
gramming by Cox. "I'm 
not sure where this copy- 



right money is going and I 
don't think it is in the best 
interest of the public," 
said Jones, who asked for 
a congressional review of 
the rate hike. "I'll look in- 
to this," TribIe£romjsed. 

Mayor Jones told Trible 
that he would like to head 
a delegation to 
Washington, D.C. where 
he could elaborate further 
on the issues addressed at 
the meeting. "I would 
love it," said Trible, who 
assured Jones that Sen. 
John W, Warner and Rep. 
G. William Whitehurst 
would also be in attendan- 
ce. ^ 

After the meeting, 
Jones said he was "very 
pleased" with the 
meeting. "I think we got a 
lot of thiiigs off our 
chests," he said, adding 
his hopes that open 
dialogue with elected 
federaT of ficials will con- 
tinue. 

Trible exprgssed similar 
thoughts. "I really hope 
we can strike a partner- 
ship," he said. "In the 
House 1 was one of 435 
representatives. Now, I 
am one of just 100 
senators. My respon- 
sibility has really in- 
creased. 

"If I am going to 
represent the people of 
Virginia, I am going to 
have to get out and l^un 
their cotuxrm" he con- 
cluded. 



"The reascHiing for this 
request is simple," said 
Fentress. "We need the 
roads in order to get to the 
businesses." 

The Chamber also 
asked the General Assem- 
bly to raise the per-pupil 
education allocation for 
1983-84 to the level that 
has been reccxnmended 
by the state Board of 
' Education. "It is all a part 
of the quality of life which 
we want to maintain," 
Fentress said of the re- 
quest. "Having good* 
schods is of maJOT impcx-- 
tance to the business con- 
munity." 

Another area of concern 
to the Chamber is the 
c(mstructi(Mi of the Vir- 
ginia Museum of Marine 
Sciences, which is to be 
located io Virginia Beach. 
The Chamber asked the 
Assembly to appropriate 
$2 million for the project. 
"It is of great importance 
that the city have this son 
of facility,'' said Fentress. 

The Chamber also ex- 
pressed concern for the 
state's present pdicy of 
distributing ABC profits 
and tax on wine . The Code 
of Virginia currently 
states that such distribu- 
tioa will be based upoi 
U.S. government census 
figures, which are deter- 
mined every 10 years. 
Since Virginia Beach is 
growing at a very rapid 
pace, Fentress contends 
that a different peculation 
analysis should be used. 
He said estimates con- 
ducted annually by the 
Tayloe Murphy Institute 
of the University of Vir- 
ginia are more accurate, 
and should be used in- 
stead. "We are very con- 
cerned with taxes of all 
kinds, and we feel the 
present system is very 
unfair to Virginia Beach." 

The Chamber asked the 
General Assembly to in- 
crease its apprqjriaticxi to 
the Pendleton Child Ser- 
vice Center by $50,000 
per year to hire a family 
therapist and a commun- 
ity education specialist. 
"This is tremendously 
impwtant to the public 
schod system,'and again, 
this goes right back to the 
quality of life." 

The Chamber asked for 
an amendment to the 
Code of Virginia to enaa a 
contraband forfeiture act, 
which would allow local 
law enforcement agencies 
to seize any contraband 
artide or pr(^rty. Con- 
traband should automati- 



cally become the prcqwrty 
of the state, and should be 
turned over to the law 
enforcement agency that 
confiscated it, the Cham- 
ber reascmed. Currently, 
all such money seized is 
deposited into a state 
literary fund. "If that 
mcxiey were to go back 
into the Virginia Beach 
police department, it 
would enable them to do 
that much better of a 
job," said Fentress. "We 
have a tremendous police 
force, but It takes money 
to make it work." 

Finally, the Chamber 
asked the General Assem- 
bly to oppose any action 
which might further 
weaken the ecdogy of thie 
Chesapeake Bay and Its 
tributaries to the Eastern 
Shore. "Obviously this is 
very important to the 
city's business commun- 
ity." 

"What happens in the 
business community 
really reflects upon the 
lifestyle of the city," Fen- 
tress continued. "Every- 
body talks about the qaal- 
ity of life here; well, when 
you've been here as long 
as I have, you really start 
to see what they mean," 
added Fentress, a 25-year 
Beach resident. 

Fentress, a self-des- 
cribed "local yokel," has 
spent his entire life in 
Southside Hampton 
Roads, having been 
reared in Norfdk. As 
such, he says he has had a 
bird's eye view of Virginia 
Beach's growth. 

"Thirty years ago, 
when I was a kid, the only 
reasoi anybody had to 
come to the Beach was to 
go swimming and to go to 
Seaside Amusement 
Park," Fentress said. 
"New, Virginia Beach is 
the largest city in the 
state. "We've only been a 
real city fot 20 years, h 
takes time." 

Fentress, a vice presi- 
dent for the Bank of 
Virginia, will be honored 
at the Chamber of Com- 
merce's Annual Member- 
ship Luncheon Fric 
Jan. 21 at the Virj 
Beach I^vilion. He will 
ceremonially take over the 
Chamber's reins from 
former president Robert 
W. Berry, although that 
act officially took place at 
the beginning of the cal- 
ander year. Guest speaker 
f(W the event will be Dr. 
Ronald E. Carrier, presi- 
dent of James Madison 
Itaivct^ity.

projections. And for Virginia Beach's 5,000 special 
education students it guarantees them a chance to 
excel; academically and socially. 

Hie Special Education Six-Year Plan, recently 
an)roved at the School Board's last meeting, guaran- 
tees under law the following provisions to all Virginia 
Beach handicapped students: 

•A free and ain>ropriate public education will be 
available for each handicapped child, ages 2 through 
21. 

•All children, 2 to 21, residing in the school division 
who are handicapped and need special education and 
related services are identified, located, evaluated aiul 
placed in an ^propriate educational program. 

•Handicapped children and their parents or guard- 
ians are guaranteed procedural safeguards in the 
process of identification, evaluation and placement. 

•To the maximum extent appropriate, handicapped 
children ^11 be educated with children who are not 
handicapped. 

•Confidential records oi handicapped chUdren shall 
be properly maintained. 



•Testing and evaluative, materials utilized for the 
purpose of classification and placement of handicapped 
chikiren are sdected and administer^i so as not to be 
racially or culturally discriminatory. 

•An individualized education program (lEI^ foi; each 
handicapped child will be maintained. ' 

•A comprehensive system of personnel development, 
to inclufte the inservice training of general and special 
educational iiutructional and support personnel, re- 
lated to the needs of the handicapped is provided. 

•There will be on-going parent or guardian 
coosukatioa. 

•A full educational onKXtunity goal is provided for all 
handicapped children, from birth thr<nigh age 21, 
includuig appropriate career education, pre -vocational 
education, and vocational education. 

•Handicapped students shall be afforded an oppor- 
tunity to pvticipate in the minimum competency 
testing program.

The plan is compiled each year by the public school 
system's Special Educatio% Department, Dr. Thomas 
Curran. director. Curran and his staff solicit each of the 
dty's major departments to detennine how providing fot 
the handicapped students will impact each of their 
respective divisicms. Curran in turn transcribes these 
figures and projections over 30 separate categories into 
the pi^. 

For the 1982-83 year, the city received $898,000 from 
the federal government in spedal education funds. This 
year the figure will be $936,000, which institutes a 
relatively small percentage of the city's total $13 million 
special educatioi budget. The balance is made up by 
state and local funds. 

To teach the 3,100 special education students in 60 
public schods across Virginia Beach, the city employs 
248 special educaticxi teachers. Each of the schools 
have at least two special education instructors per 
schod. 

Even befcve the state mandated that publicuchooL 
systems respond to the needs of handicapped students, 
Virginia Beach was tackling the concern as far back as

Curran said the fo^mat of the Su- Year Plan has been 
the same over the years, and that the plan actually 
provides for three main items: 

•To make the pubUc aurare oS the amount of money 
expended on special education. 

•To make public the number of teachers and students 
involved in special education. 

•To assure that the city is complying with the- 
mandates of PL 94-142 and with the Quality dt 
Standards. 

The allocations the school system receives from the 
federal and state sources is based on projections of 
per-pupil expenditures. Virginia Beach spends about 
$210 a year per handicapped student, according to 
Curran, who also notes that some of the students also 
receive muhiple services. 

Curran said the Six-Year Plan is effective and 
needed, but admits that its attention to detail is one of 
the hardest aspects of completing the plan each year, 
which addresses special needs up to the year 1983. 

"The hardest part of completing the plan is the 

tedium of compiling this number of figures," Curran

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New Education Committee 



The newly established Education 
Committee oT the Virginia Beach Cham- 
ber of Commerce has convened for the 
first time. 

The 12-member group has yet to con- 
cretely defme its goals and objectives, but 
in general terms it will be a support group 
to other educational systems in Virginia 
^ Beach. The committee may review what 
different educational components in 
Virginia Beach have been doing, and 
possibly make recommendations on how 
to improve or enhance flie efforts aheady 
underway. • 

The Committee is chaired by Jane F. 
Braithwaite, director, Confmonwealth 
College in Virginia Beach. 

Most Chamber standing committee 
members usually serve for one year terms. 
But because of the potential magnitude 
and ramiHcations of the Edtucational 
Committee, its members are likely to ser- 
ve for up to two or more years. 

The committee assembled for the Hrst 
time last week in Bill Center's office. He 
is the Executive Director of The Virginia 
Beach Chamber of Commerce. At the 
maiden meeting, the various committee 
members met each other and discussed 
various commuiiity educational concerns 
for about 90 minutes. In the course of the 
discussions, a subcommittee was formed 
to seek imput from the public school 
system as to how this committee could 
best serve it. In the future, the committee 
will ask for suggestions, recommen- 
dations dhd concerns ffiM 6ther city con- 
stituencies, such as business teachers, 
business and economic leaders, and 
probably from the commum'ty at-large. 

Some of the possible ideas at which the 
committee may be looking include: 

•Promoting and enhancing the city's 
existing library of information for studen- 
ts and the public on the free enterprise 
system. 



•Paying more attention to beeHng up 
vocational guidance at the high school 
level, as opposed to guidance aimed stric- 
tly for college bound students. 

•Reestablishing "Business Education 
Day." 

•Developing a directory of educational 
resources, both public and private, that 
are available m Virginia Beach. 

•Closer inspections of different job 
training agencies.

The Farmer's Market 



The number one concern Virginia 
Beach farmers have now is grain prices. 
Corn which sold for as much as $3.75 a 
bushel three years ago, now sells for 
around $2. 

It's yet to be seen what Virginia Beach 
Delegate Glenn R. McClanan, (D), recen- 
tly instated as Chairman, House 
Agricultural Committee, can do, if 
an)rthing, to affect the commodities 
market. Virginia Beach Farm Bureau 
President Don Horsley, however, says the 
solution to the pricing problem could be 
alleviated if someone or something would 
buy the surplus grain to feed the world's 
poor and hungry. 

Horsley says there is "a big surplus" of 
com on the market, but also that if far- 
mers ceased producing com today the 
current supply would be depleted in 60 
days. 

Horsley is glad that McClanan has 
become chairman of the Agriculture 
Committee, yet Ik is uncertain what the 
Virginia Beach attorney can do to speed 
up or perpetuate more grain exports or 
even shift grain supplies in our own coun- 
try. 

The Virginia B^ch Farm Bureau, as 
always, meets with Virginia legislators 
annually, and supplies them with a 
wishlist. Horsley said McClanan and his 
colleagues are very receptive to the issues. 



(The list is addressed in last week's issue 
of The Sun). However, wishes are fine but 
none of the items on this year's list will 
directly put any money in the farmers' 
overalls. 

It is to be expected that McClanan, a 12 
year veteran of the committee and of the 
Virginia General Assembly, will feel 
pressure from the Farm Bureau's four or 
five state lobbyists that are in the capitol 
daily. McClanan will be expected to act 
fairly and in the best interests of 
Virginia's and the hundreds of Virginia 
Beach farmers. But his real strength may 
be found at higher levels where decisions 
are made and pressure is exerted to open 
the trade doors and policies. 

Farmers find themselves in the abnulant 
situation of being victimized in a field 
where, with the present economy, the 
harder they work and the more they 
produce, the less they re^ve for their 
toils. Farmers have high overheads in a 
occupation which provides less than 
equitable financial returns. 

Obviously McClanan will have a hard 
time aff^ting a problem which has been 
growing for years. But the Virginia Beach 
{^cultural community is sloping a little 
better at night knowing that a native son 
is now in a position to give it his b«it 
shot.— G.D.G.

Governor Robb's address was aimed at 
underscoring the gravity of a $305 million 
shortfall in projected tax revenues. He also took 
surprising stands on a handful of controversial 
issues, asking that the legal drinking age be 
raised to 21 and that action on the coal-slurry 
pipeline be postponed. The Ckivemor recom- 
mended wide-ranging and potentially controver- 
sial steps to keep the state's^iliO^Mlion, 1982-84 
budget in balance. 

The Governor proposed an expansion of a 5 
percent budget reduction for many state agencies 
ordered last July. The cut is to be applied to the 
fiscal year that began July 1 , and to increase it to 
6 percent in fiscal 1984, beginning next July. 
The Governor proposed an extension of the 6 
percent cut to Umited categories of state aid to 
localities. Also proposed, is reducing basic schod 
aid to localities $20 million. Hc^fuUy, this will 
not be necessary. 

The (governor also recommended freezing the 
salaries of all state employees, constitutional 
officers and allege faculty members. 

Governor Rc^b is proposing the transferring of 
$53 million from a fund used to finance local 



schod construction projects to the teacher 
retirement fund. As a result, $53 million would be 
freed for use elsewhere in the budget

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A II Aspects Must Be Judged 



Many Factors Go Into Book Selections

One of the duties with which the City of N^rginia 
Beach has charged its Supervising Librarians is the 
selection of bocdcs and other materials. 

This resp(Misibility requires the exercise of judgment 
as well as a wide biowledge of what is available and 
what Virginia Beach residents are lilKly to want ot 
need. As in any job which calls fen- individual judgment 
some selectioi decisiois will be questioned. Gtizens 
have a right to know how these decisions are reached. 
Tlie Virginia Beach Public Ubrary System has its own 
Materials Selection Pdicy which outlines the goals of 
the library's collection of books, magazines, records, 
etc. and lists the criteria they must meet. Anyone who 
is interested may read this policy at any of the Virginia 
Beach Area Libraries. 

ITie criteria in the policy are used together, not 
separately. A book can be so excellent in one aspect 
that it compensates for a problem with another 
critericn. Not aU these criteria apply to any one book. 
Since a bocdc is a single entity that cannot be brdcen into 
parts, the criteria must be used to judge the bode as a 
whde. In other words these criteria cannot ftmcticMi as a. 
simple checklist. Rather they serve as a reminder to 
judge all aspects of a bode before making a decision. 
Accuracy is an d)vious test of a book's value and yet 
there are many cases where this is difficult to 
determine. How, fw instance, can a novel be accurate? 
It can use fictional characters aod situations to show the 
reader some truth about what it is to be human. The 
opposite of this would be a novel with cardboard 
characters that act, not through believable motives, but 
because the author is in a hurry to get to the end of the 
plot. Aaairacy can be difficult to establish in many 
kinds of non-fiction, too. It is easy to think of subjects 
on which there are at least two opinions. Some autho-s 
will discuss both sides impartially, but usually the 
writer is trying to get the reader to share his (W her 
viewpoint. Here accuracy is a matter of the author 
playing fair. All to many controversial books cheat their 
readers by leaving out information that would enable 



the reader to check up On the fiwts. ThiU fiivorite 
phrase, "Studies have shown," proves nothmg unless 
the author is specific about whose studies, when, and 
where. Accuracy is thus related to other criteria like the 
credentials of the author (Is this person qualified to 
explain this subiect or viewpoint?) ujd literary merit 
(Are explanations clear or characters b«dievable). 

The price of a bode and its fonnat have to be 
ccmsidered by the librarian. Oearly, a very expensive 
I book w(»i't be selected if a moderately priced, one 
covers the same subject equally weU. On the other 
hand, the expensive work may have infonnation 
available nowhere else. Even if a bode is fi-ee it may not 
be selected. Tliere arc still costs to the library in getting 
any book ready fw the public. More importantly, even a 
free book must meet the same criteria as any other or 
else it doesn't belcmg in the library. TTie format of the 
book is related to its price. A bode might be fiurly cheap 
but if it falls apart the first time it is used it is still over 
price. 

To balance these criteria the librarian must ask, "If 
we don't have this bode where else can a person get the 
infcM-mation or ideas in it?" If there are mfmy other 
sources, then the book should be better in some aspect. 
If there are no other'sources and the public interest is 
great, then the librarian may be willing to select a 
book that does not meet any other criteria. Or the 
librarian may choose to wait until some other author 
does a better job. 

Fortunately there are many ways to get help in 
making selecticm decisions. There are many magazines . 
that review books, records, and other magazines. Some 
do nothing else. People who use the library will often 
tell the library staff about new bodes that interest them. 
The librarians meet as a Selection Committee to handle 
the most difficult decisions. And when the library's 
automated circulations system is in operation it will be 
able to show how heavily a bode is being used, lliis can 
guide the librarian to buy more copies of tiM. bode, 
mott books like it, ot, in the opposite case, to remove it 
because no one wants it any more. 

in the same way the books are selected for the 
library, books ah-eady a part of the collection must 
ccmtinue to meet the criteria in the selection pdicy. 
Consider the book that was chosen because it was the 
only source of information on the subject. A couple of 
years later there will probably be many other sources. 
Perhaps, instead, public interest m the subject has 
evaporated. Then the bode may not meet any selection 
criteria any more and it will make way for more useful

materials. Thus each book that is selected is 
reevaluated many times untU it no longer qualifies to 
remain in the library. 

There are some ways of judging a bo(^ that should 
never be a part of selection. The personal interests, 
tastes, or opinions of the librarian must be ignored. A 
majority vote cannot be required for a bode's selection. 
Few books command that wide an interest anyway, and 
it is very important that the needs and rights of 
individuals are met. 



The crite'na iHHhe Materials Selection Pdicy may 
make it more clear wly a particular book is in the 
library and another is not. If a library user still has 
questions about a selection decision he or she is invited 
to discuss them with the librarian. Hearing from library 
users with many different interests and informational 
needs is, a real help in selecting what goes into a 
library.

"Nothing," he smiles, with a long drag on liis 
cigarette. 

Pecsek is not alone. There's Charlie Griffln, a 
retfred 70 year-old city worker, who also drops by 
the trading post a couple of times per day to share 
a few laughs and do a little tap dancing. "He 
usually dances right on over to the beer cooler," 
muses proprietor Chuck Flippin. "I haven't got 
time today," says Griffin. "I gotta get on down 
the road." 

Other regulars include Horace Shirley, one-time 
sheriff of Blackwater, and John Cahoon, a 
Blackwatnjgi^ieat-faqper. "We've got about 20 or 
25 people Who come here every day no matter 
what," says Chuck's wife. Sue, who minds the 
store from 8 a.m. until 2 p.m. daily. "They're out 
there in the fields every day and they get kind of 
bored, so they come in here every once in a while 
to meet with their buddies and to take a break. 

"They're characters, but they're nice, genuine, 
sincere people," she added. 

rlanging on the back wall is the head of a 14- 
point buck bagged by Chuck more than a decade 
ago. "Oh my, yes, Chuck is so proud of that," 
Sue says. "It was the largest deer in the hunt club 
that year. In fact, we had a couple fellas in here 
not long ago asking about it. When they found out 
Chuck shot it in Surry County, they remembered 
having heard ^bout it." 
On another wall hangs Chuck's "brag box," a 



collection of rattles taken from dozens of unfor- 
tunate Blackwater snakes over the years. Under- 
neath each is the name of the snake's captor and 
the date on which it was slain. Pecsek's name is on 
the board several times. 

Tbo-e's a bulletin board upon which are tacked 
photographs of many smiling Blackwater fisher- 
men with their prized catches. Pecsek can be seen 
there, too, displaying a decapitated copperhead. 
Anotiio- bulletin board bears ancient snapshots of 
the century-old market. 

The specialty of the house is Chuck's home- 
made sausage. Every Thursday h^ turns out 
around 123 pounds of it. Biggnt selling items in- 
clude feed of all kinds, staples for the kitchen, and 
fishing bait. A loss leader in the store is, however, 
coffee, which is given to just about everyone who 
bellies up to the front counter. 

Liife was not always so laid back for Chuck 
and Sue. Up until three years ago, the couple lived 
in the Bayside Borough of Virginia Beach, where 
Chuck labored in construction work and Sue ran a 
hau* salon. "We were living in a rat race," Sue 
remembers. "Chuck was literally working himself 
to death. We figured there had to be a better 
way." 

The couple had always wanted to go into 
busings together, and so, they began to shop 
around. They found the Blackwater Trading Post 
and got it for what Sue calls "a fair price." At fir- 
st, though, it was difficult.

Carpet, Flattened - The 
best thing to do is to wet 



the area with cold water 
just before retiring at 
night. The moisture causes 
the carpet to "stand up" 
during the night. If this 
fails, next morning hold a 
steam iron three inches, 
above the carpet and 
steam for three to five 
minutes. While steaming, 
brush the pile up and 
down and finish by 
brushing the pile up. Let it 
dry. 

Carpet, Freshening • 
Make a mixture of one 
gallon of cold water and 
one and one-half cups of 



salt. Apply with the end of 
a broom after shaking out 
as much water Is possible. 
This will brighten the car- 
pet and keep the dust 
down. Or you can use wet 
tea', leaves. This method 
als6 works wonders.

Season to taste with a little salt and 
pepper. Pour sauce over golden brown veal cutlets. 
Garnish with a lemon twist on each cutlet, sprinkle with 
a little chopped parsley. This goes well with boiled new 
potatoes and a green vegetable.

ZuCcini, fresh 6 each 

Butter 5 tbsp. 

Salt and pepper to taste 

Cheese, cheddar, grated Vi cup 

Cream, heavy 4 tbsp. 

Wash zuccini squash and cut off both ends of each. 
Slice them in half lengthwise. Melt butter in an oven 
proof baking dish. Place zuccini in the baking dish with 
the cut side downward, in dish. Cook until cut side is 
golden brown. Turn over and sprinkle with salt and 
fresh ground pepper. Sprinkle with grated cheddar 
cheese (over each). Cover dish with a lid or aluminum 
foil and bake in oven 375' for about 20 minutes. If you 
like cream, hut heavy cream in a sauce pan, over 
medium heat and pour over baked zuccini and cheese 
Just before serving.

First Baptist 
Church of 
Norfolk 

Hrst Baptist Church of 
Norfolk, Virginia was 
organized as Cumberland 
Street Baptist Church in 
1805. the first srvices 
being held in a rented hall 
on Cumberland Street. On 
October 1, 1886 the name 
was officially changed to 
First Baptist Church, 
Cumberland Street. 

In April 1895 the church 
building of the Epworth 
Methodist Church on 
Granby Street was pur- 
chased at a cost of 
$27,000. 

Due to its proximity to 
business locations, this 
building was sold in 1906 
and i;voperty purchased at 
the comer of Westovcr 
and Moran Avenues. Ded- 
ication services for a large 
granite gothic-style 
church building were held 
on June 21, 1910, the 
original building being 
constructed at a cost of 
$68,213.81.

During these years the 
Church continued to ex- 
perience growth and in 
1956, the Church began a 
mission work in the lliaiia 
area of Mrjginia Beach, 
the same being constitut- 
ed as Thalia Lynn Baptist 
Church on June 30. 1957.

Again in 1959 a major 
expansion program was 
necessary and addiUonal 
property was purchased, 
the auditorium remodeled 
education area expanded 
to accommodate 1000 
people, and a taping and 
broadcasting facility was 
added.

Quist. "The work cm the hose tender carried on by 
Company 2, C shift, (CMfRth's station and shift) 
was generated by Pete," he added. 

District Chief Robert H. Gray termed Griffith as 
a "ccxnpetent, aggressive firefighter." Griffith 
admits tht he enjoys all aspects of his job. but he 
expecially enjoys aiding his shift in giving sutioo 
tours to groups of blind children and mentally 
retarded children. 

Griffith- was chosen by the department not only 
because of his fire fighting abilities, but because 
of his civic activities. Each year, he presents a 
"living history" program to students in American 
Life classes at On High School; his topic is the 
Qvil War. 

Dressed in the uniform of a Qvil War soldier, 
Ckiffith presents the war from the soldier's 
perspective. He presents the views of all soldiers 
involved in the war, even those from the Border 
States. Sylvia Hallock, an American Life teacher 
at Cox, said of<kiffith's presentation, "He really 
does make it come alive. The students ask him 
qusticms as if he were a soldier and he is able to 
answer all of them." 

It is not only a learning experience for the 
students, but for Griffith. According to Hallock, 
"He continued to read and study more aspects of 
the war due to the students' questions." 

Also included in Griffith's presentation is an 
explanation of the weapons used in the war (be 
brings with him weapons he has oxutructed, 
which are authentic replicas ofthote used in the 
war) and a discussion of the medical problems 
faced by the soldiers. 

GrifBth has been interested in the Qvil War 
sddier since he was IS. Eight years ago he 
became a member of Tucker's Naval Brigade. He 
and the Brigade, dressed in Gvil War unifanu, 
shoot with rifles of the period in local and regional 
competitions. __ 

What was Griffith's reaction to his selection as' 
"Virginia Beach Firefighter of the Month?" 

"I'm delighted that it happened and estatic that 
the Chief chose me for the first one over 
everybody else," said Griffith, who also per- 
formed in a 1978 movie for an Emergency Medical 
Technician program for the Sute of Virginia. He 
portrayed a confederate surgeon. 

A native of Virginia Beach, Ckiffith and his 
wife, Phyllis, and their daughter reside in the 
Aragona Village of Virginia Beach. Phyllis is a 
nurse in the emergency room at Bayside General 
Hospital.

"It was a real hard transition," says Sue. "I 
was scared to death because I was a stranger down 
here and we didn't know a soul. People down here 
know what they like and what they don't like. For- 
tunately, they liked us." 

The store is open every day of the year except 
Hianksgiving, Christmas, and Easter. At that, it is 
difficult for the Flippins* to dose then. "This 
store has been here for 102 years," says Sue. The 
peopVt around toe think of this as their store. 
When we have to close, they get mad. ' ' 

On the whole. Sue says she and Chuck have 
come to feel at home in Black water. "The people 
are what make the differena," she says. "We're 
nght here on the main r(«d of Blackwater, and if 
you want to go anywtore you have to ^^ by our 



store. So, we get to see everybody. 

"It's kind of exciting being in the middle of 
everything," she continues. "Evoybody that 
comes in here is your neighbor and is like family. I 
mjoy that so much." - 

Flippins' is, quite literally, the only store in 
town. The nearest competition is a half-dozoi 
miles away in neighboring Pungo. Despite the 
monopoly. Sue feels Blackwater residents 
{Mtronizc the Trading Post for reasons otho- than 
its convenience. 

"We're not like a Seven-Elevoi who-e you just 
run in to pick up a pack of gum aiKi take off," she 
concludes. "Everybody that stops h/at is really 
doing it to visit. Th^ just can't resist sedng 
what's going on."

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Holistic Healing 

Have you ever accepted a friend's advice and taken a 
ccAiple of aspirin, only to discover the reascm they seem 
to wcH-k is because your stomach now hurts more than 
your head. Or have you noticed that your cdd remedy 
smells worse than you feel. 

In Virginia Beach, it can be very confusing to choose 
frcxn the various schools of medicine available. You can 
fmd everything from the traditi(»ial doctcx- to faith 
healers and even treatments using nothing but rays of 
light. But invariably we end up returning to our roots in 
nature where most of the healing art was focused up 
until the early part of this century. 

With just a minimal of study, a casual observatioa in 
about any backyard in Virginia Beach will reveal a 
veritable medicine chest of healing herbs and plants. 
Red Qover, Dandilioa. Plantain, and Pennyroyal are 
just a few whictr nature has lovingly provided us for 
illnesses such as the common cold and even 
pneumcmia. 

All too often we neglect the envious due to the 
influence from an over-technological society where 
inorganic chemicals have become the fashion. But in 
nature, we find the essence of life, that fwce which 
healed our sicknesses long before vitamins and bacteria 
were discovered. In the not too distant past, our 
grandmothers successfully cured the comm(»i cold with 
nothing but a tea made fron Peppermint and Eldar 
flowers. Even today, we can find docuinented cases of 
people cured of cancer with a little flower called Red 
Qover. 

It's often asked, and not without a certain degree of 
skepticism, how such common plants and flowers'such 



as these mentioned are able to cure cancer and other 
debilitating diseases. As noted until this century, 
herbal medicine was a common and successful practice 
when it was applied from skilled hands. Due to the 
increased knowledge in chemistry, scientists have been 
able to duplicitte the chemicals in the plants. These new 
chemicals sometimes bring about side-effects far worse 
than the disease. This occurs because the substances 
are inorganic, whereas the herbs and plants are natural 
and living and harmoiize with our life forces. 

Today a growing number of disccmtentcd people are 
speaking out against the use of unnecessary surgery 
and drugs. Nature and her herbs are slowly finding 
their place again in human society with the promise of a 
hdistic type of healing. Even within our kitchen 
pantriies, we're finding the comm<Mi spice garlic a hero 
ia combating infection and high blood pressure. Instead 
of using the traditional antiseptic or cuts and burns, 
people throughout Virginia Beach are beginning to use 
caiimonplace "weeds" from their backyards. 

Caution oigcd 

While this field of medicine is growing in popularity, 
caution should be taten when- dealing with unknown 
plants. Various medicinal herbs have equally deadly 
look-alikes within the plant kingdom. It might abo be 
advised that one should not totally reject his doctor's 
medicine for herbs until a thorough understanding of 
himself and plants are achieved. But if you'll take the 
time to lode deeper into the wonders of nature* you'^ 
find a world free from disease and where life is lived in 
a jc^fiil vital way.

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Gardening Tips 

It is time f(x Virginia Beach residents to start making 
their list and checking it twice, hto, not your Christmas 
list, but ymir list of vegetables you will be growing this 
season. 

Virginia Beach has the longest frost-free growing 
season in Virginia. Every gardener should take 
advantage of our long season to obtain maximum 
harvest from the vegetable plot. Early planning eiuibles 
you totalK advant^e of having a spring, summer and 
foU garden. 

Many popular and/or new varieties of vegetables 
may sell-out early or be in limited supply. Also, many 
mail order seed companies will give you a discount for 
ordering early. If you purchase seeds locplly from a 
nursery, hardware, or seed company check with them 
to determine when they will have seeds available. Buy 
early! 

If you are the typical Virginia Beach gardener you 
like to try at least one new vegetable variety each year. 
You can then compare the new variety with those that 
have become standard in your garden each year. Many 
times you discover that a new variety has a superior 
trait or combination of traits that are tmoroveiiftnts to 
older varieties. For me, the bottom line of acceptance is 
flavor. If a new variety of home grown produce doesn't 
taste good why itrow it. We can tell you all about 
improved disease resistance, earliness. and growth 
habit, but yw have to be the judge of improved flavor. 

New Vegetable Varieties 

There are several new vegetable varieties that are

Available this year. At the top of my list would be Early 
ftide cucumber. Early PrWe is being introduced by the 
Burpee Seed Cq. this year. We grew this variety 
inVtrginia Beach btst year and were very pleased with 
tlw results. Early Pride starts producting abcul 55 days 
ator seedmg. The fruit averages eight inches long and 
two inches in diameter. Ihis variety kept produang 
quality fruit when others had stopped, even under wet 
growing (xmditions. 

Sweet Success cucumber is an All American 
Selection for 1983. The fruit average 12 inches long and 
are "burpless." This is one .of the new self-fruitful 
(needs no pollinator) varieties. Sweet Success is 
reported to have good resistance to many of our 
common cucumber diseases. If you like straight 
cucumbers you'll have to grow this one staked rar on a 
trellis system; a vigorous grower. Several companies 
will have seed available of Sweet Success. 

If you have limited space, but still want to grow 
cantaloup*, try Honeybush this season. Honeybush did 
very good^jin Virginia Beach trials of 1982. Plants 
averaged seven feet in diuieter and produced three 
quality sized melons per pmnt. However, we did not 
judge the flavor to be as good as fine-type cantaloupes. 
If you've got the room, try Ambrosia. Ambrosia has 
always gotten high marb for flavor in taste tests 
conducted over several seasons in Virginia. 

Pik-Red tomator would be a good choice if you do alot 
of canning ot juicing. This variety produces large fruit 
on a dwarf vine with most all fruits ripening in a four to 
five week period. Named Pik-Red since it "hdds on the 
vine" red fa- days without deterio-ating in quality. 

Other new varieties you may want to try this seasoi 
include Elini and Ambassador zucchini. Pro Belle sweet 
pepper, Cherry Beauty radish, Champirti cdlards 
(developed in Virginia Beach), and Super Beefstead 
tomato.
